SUMMAHT. 

1. During the year 1908-1909 such developments as appeared in the 
• political s;t&ation owed their origin chiefly to the course of events ontside t]ie 
Presidency. The political crimes which attracted interest tovwrds iBeugal 
aSsrded an opportunity of propagating seditious doctrines under the guise of 
newspaper comments, and the resulting prosecutions ware utilized as a further 
means of manipulating public feeling. With the exception, however, of the 
. strihes of mill hands in Bombay there was no active manifestation of disaffection 
" TUT* disturbance of the public peace. 'The preaching of temperance was 
revived. Although the leaders of the movement may have been inspired by a 
.genuine desire to mitigate the effects of orer-drinMng, the movement vras 
supported in several centres by nnlawful methods. The agitation, lioweirer, 
was short-lived and produced little real effect. In other directions the year was* 
tnayked by peaceful progress. The fiftieth anniversary of the assumption of the 
administration of India by the Crown, signalized by the clemency shown to a 
large number of convicts, was followed by the announcement of the scheme of 
, Indian reforms which was received in the Presidency with no less satisfaction 
than elsewhere. A further important reform which was actually introduced 
during <4e year was the grant of extensive oonoessions to municipalities in the 
matter of independence of official control. Outside the administrative sphere, 
"tjie influence of the Sinvhaat year naturally made itself felt in a number of ways» 
The chief outward celebration, the great Sinvhast fair at iS'fisik, was devoid of 
special incident beyond the local effects of the congregation of so large a number 
of pilgrims. The absence of all marriages among Hindus, however, could not 
fail to aff»ect the demand for clothing and luxuries of all kinds ; in this it was 
seconded^by the prevailing high prices of food-grains ; and when to these causes, 
was added the poorness of the season of 1907, the effects of which were naturally 
mpst'exporienoecl in the year under review, the result was a period of sev^-re 
*depi;,e§sion which affected almost every department of commerce and industry. 
On the other hand agriculturally the seasou was more favourable, and so 
far as the welfare of the oultivatoi' is concerned exhibited every symptom 
returning prosperity. The year thus presents an almost complete contrast to 
the preceding perioc^ when a thoroughly unsatisfactory season was accompanied 
. by the greatest commeroial activity ever known. 

The monsoon resembled that of 1907-1908 in its concentration withiii a 
shffirt period, but was redeemed from further similarity by the excellent rains 
^whioh fell in the Deccan in September and which enabled a great extension of 
iowari cultivation. In Sind, again, the unusually heavy rainfall in July resulted 
^ a record inundation, a notable advance 'in the cropped are| and ti good 
kdrvest. The season was poor only in the East Deccan and the Earnatak, where 
the early rains were in defect and the late rains failed to retrieve the situation. 
In South Gujarat and the Konkan the outturn of crops was either equal to or 
little short of the average, and elsewhere it generally fell bet waen^half and three- 
quarters of the normal.^: In the midst of a slight hut general expansion of 
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cultivai^n in fefe Presidency thef moat satisfactory feature was ^the preference 
ev^erywiere giyen to food-crops, and altliough th^ year^i^s nowhere favourable 
^io cottbn, the fact* was immaterial in view of the primary importance of re- 
plenishijj^ stocks of grain. In every cttvision the watef-supplywas suffioieni to 
enable en extension of irrigation proportionate, to thef increase in the cropped 
area, and where available this means was used with excellent* effect to remedy 
the irregularities of the monsoon. Even where the season was least favourable.

little distress became apparent. In most oases remissions and suspensions* 
sometime® supplemented by grants of tagavi, provided all jjhe assistance that 
was necessary, aud except locally in Bijapur and Dhdrwar tie place of relief 
works was as usual taken by the various openings for n«n-agriculti5rai labour 
which helped to maintain or even to increase the high rates of wa*ggs reached' 
in the previoift year. The prices of produce continued to be highly favourable 
to cultivators, whose improved profits were reflected by a marked rise in the 
revenue col lections. The losses of cattle from rinderpest fell to one -third of tlTe 
figure of the previous year. And although agricultural credit showed signs 
of the influence of a series of poor years, the smaller number of sales, the larger , 
membership of Go-operative Credit Societies and, most of all, tlR?^ 
greaSy inereasea resort to tagd-vi afforded satisfactory evidence of recuperation 
in what was, after all, only a moderately good season. * 


, In forming any judgment upon the depression of trade it is important to 
remember that this was due in great measure to causes external not only to. 
the Presidency but also to the year under review. The reduced imports'of 
cotton manufactures and exports of agricultural produce, which were chiefly 
responsible for the decline, resulted largely from the conditions of demand and 
si^PPVpi'^vailiEg in the Panjab, the United Provinces and Central India ; and ^ 
the?e conditions during the first half of the year were under the mfl|j»enoe of 
the harvest of 1907. So far, therefore, as the Presideuo^^ is concerned,* the 
enormous decrease in the trade returns is significant rather as illustrating than. « 
as measuring the reaction of the year. Its effects, direct and indirect, were 
widt spread. The receipts of Land and Sea Oustoms and of the Port Trusts were 
diminished; business was slack in Shipping Offices; currency notes and stamps 
were less in use ; the income-tax demand was reduced ; fewer new companies 
were registered and more went into liquidation. The year was particularly 
bad frr Cotton Mills, many of which had to bo closed, while the returns under 
the Cotton Duties Act show that the demand for cotton goods of ^Indian 
manufacture was sympathetically affected. In the circumstances of ,^*e»year^ 
it is not surprising that little advance should have been made in other* Tocal 
manufactures and industries. 


On tne other hand it is clear that the majority of people remained unaffect- 
ed by these circumstances. The increased inconaes of Municipalities, largely 
derived from octroi, and of Local Boards, largely from recoveries of* arrear^^* 
were not the symptoms of a general decline in prosperity. A slight fall in the 
consumption of salt loses its significance in the light of the remarkable aTlvauce 
which it followed. Por an explanation of the increase of crime it is probably 
not necessary to go behind the temporary effects of police reorganization. The 
increase of ^ivil litigation appears due to more favourable economic caus ae 
than the continued decrease which had preceded it. The educational returns 
exhibit an increased rate of progress. But the most satisfactory feature of the 
year was the marked improvement in the publio health. The mortality from 
plaguefell to less than one-third of the figures of 1907-1908, and that from 
cholera w^as the least reqprded foj twenty years. Oo#respo]g.dingly the death- 
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' r|it© ^owed a remarkable deoreaie, and fof tb% first time in recent yea^ fell 
fer below th^ birth-rate, which ^in its turn was the highest since 1900* Vital ,

3, His Esccllency Sir George Olarke left Bombay on the 25th April 1908 His Excellency 

amVftd at Mahabaleshvar on the 26th. Thence he proceeded to Ganeshkhiad movement^ 
on the 12th June. On the 26fch July His Escellenoy vlsite^l Bombay la 
connexiqji with disburbanoes in the city and returned to Gaueshkhind on the 
1st August, Leaving Poona on the 12th October His Bsoellency arrived at 
Bijapur, and on. the same day reeeivad addresses from the Municipality, the 
IJistriot Local Board and other bodies. After visiting numerous placSs of 
inte'^esfc His Excellency proceeded on the llth to Gadag, where a visit was paid 
to the Gold Pields on the following day before leaving for Belgaum, which was 
reached on the morning of the Ifith, Thera His Excellency opened the new 
Civil Hospital on the I7th and received a Municipal address, finally proexjeding 
to Mahal^leshvar on the 20tli October. On the 3rd November His Excellency 
visifce^ Bhor, where he was met on arrival by the Chief, and after holding a 
^<larbir in the palioe visitel various institutions and received an address from 
tlie Mumcipality. On the next morning His Excellency visited Bhatgar and 
Lake Whiting and afterwards proceeded to Ganeshkliind en route to Bombay, 
where he arrived on the 6th November, His Excellency left Bombay on the 
6th and reached Mah^baleshvar ou the 9th after a stay of two days at Ganesh- 
khind, Beturning to Bombay on the 11th December His Excellency left on 
the 23rd in the British India Steam Navigation Oompany’s Steamer Ling a 
for Ei^rwdr, where he stayed on the 25th and 26th. On the return journey, Goa^ 

Viziadfijjg, Ratnagiri and Janjira were visited, Bombay being reached on the 
Slst'^Decamber 1908. On tho 13th January 1909 His Excellency left Bombay 
In the R. I. M. S. Sardinge and arrived on the 16th at Karachi, where a 
Municipal addre&s was received. On the 16th the Sind JVIadressab and the D. J. 

Sind College were visited and His Excellency laid the foundation stone of 
Hasan Ali Hous^*^ and received an address from the Karachi Chamber of 
-*^CommOTce. A Lev6e wa'^ held at Government House on the same day. On the 
ISth Hia Excellency visited the Civil Hospital where he performed the opening 
ceremony of the new building. The Karachi Harbour and Manor a Defences 
.,were inspected on the next day, and on the 20th His Excellency received the 
Port Trustees and an address from the Sind Muhammadan Association. 

-Prqpefidmg to Sukkur on the 21st His Excellency received^ Mag.ioipal address 
on the 22ncl, and after inspecting the Rohri Canal Linos and the forts, returned on 
the 23rd to Kard.^hi, where he embarked on the R. I. M. S, Hardinge the same 
night and arrived at Bcynbay on the 25th January* Qn the 27th Msfreh His 
Excellenoy left Bombay in the R. I. M. S. I>ufferin for Adenjaaiid after visiting 
Perim. and Shail^h Othman returned to Eon\bay a forjjnight later,

The months of June and July were the period of ipwest mortalitj^ Ju 
the former month 787 cases and 684 deaths were reported, and in the.latfej 
795 cases and 564 deaths. A rise began during August^,and the mhximuia 
' was reached in October when 7,46-5 cases and 5,121 deaths were recorded. An. 
improvement set in in November (cases 4,944, deatlrs 3,623) and continued 
toJan*iary (cases 3,406, deaths 2,437). The figures again rose in Pebruary^ 
(cases 8, 893, ‘deaths 2,690) and March (cases 5,681, deaths 4,315). The usual 
decline was apparent in the last two months of the year, the figures falling ffOm 
3,929 cases stad 3,288 deaths in April to 1,863 cases and 1,639 deaths in May. 


In Bombay City tbe disease was prevalent throughout the year, hut was^ 
mgst active between the months of Muroh to M-iy, reaching a maximum«r • 
April (cases 2,?)10, deaths 1,796). During the same months plague became 
epidemic in Kardcbi, where it was present throughout the year andfresulted 
in a total of 2,133 cases and 3,049 deaths. 

Aden remained free from the disease during the year. ^ 

The districts and agencies ^hioh were severely affected, comprised Kaira,. 
Poona, Sholapnrj Satara, iBelgauin, Dbarwar, Kathiawar/ Kolhapur and tbe 
Southern Alaratha Country States. The Panch Mahals, Broach, JChdndesh r 
(East and West), Bijapur^ Kanara, aP districts of Sind (except Karachi), the 
Eewa Kantha Agency and the states of Khairpiir, J^Lnjira, Cambay, SaHntyadi, 
Ahalkot, Bhor and Savanur remained almost free from the disease.

Among Europeans 7 oases of plague and 2 deaths occurred in Bombay 
City, and 11 eases with 4 deaths in the mofuasih 

Under the Paris Sanitary Conyention Regulations medical inspection in 
the case of vessels bound for foreign ports was continued on the same lines as 
in the preceding year ; hnt the inspection was abolished in re-^pect of vessels 
sailing from the ports of Bombay and Karachi to all other ports in India? ^ 

Measures directed against the spread of plague included faf^yiing 
operations in 7 districts and the partial evacution of infected ai’eas in 10 districts 
and in Bombay and Kard-phi* But the most noticeable feature in the 
development of preventive measures during the year was the gradually inorGasm'g 
resort to inoculation. A special staff of inoculatcrs was placed by 
Government under the orders of the Sanitaryn Oommissioner. In order 
popilarize the measure tho scheme of granting money rewards to Iovv*rpairf 
Government servants was continued as an inducement towards the inooularion 
of their wives and children. In Poona City the efforts of Government and 
the Municipality in carrying out plague measures were supplemented by the 
Poonar PlaguQ, Belief Committee under the Honourable Mr, G* K. Gokhaie, 
asohairman; and the thanks of Government were conveyed to the members 
for their special attention to the work of popularizing inoculation amongst the 
people T)y securing their co-operation, by enlisting thg active sympathy of the 
local medical prijfesaion and by educating public opinion in a systematic manner. 

In addition tp giving wide publicity to the mooulatioufti’eaults obtained by the 
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committee* ^oyeHimeiit seinctioiied the re-imbursement of the expense ■which* 
fhey incurred in publish^^ a pamphlet entitled “ Evacuation c-nd Inoculation/' 
and Ordered its wide distribution throughout the Presidency. * » 

• ‘The result of •these measures or support and. encouragement is apparent in 
,the steady advance in the popularity of inooalation which is indicated by the 
figorewof the past thfee years. The number of inoculations perforfced during 
the- 5 ^ar 1905-1906 was 3 0,05 rising to 39,576 in the year 19Q7-1908 t 
^D uring the year unHer review the figures again rose to 45,221, notwifchstandi^ig 
the diminished virulence of plague 5 and of this number no less than 24,110 
^ inoculations were performed in Poona. ^

Experimental demonstrations of the value of inoculation, evScuatfon and 
ratdiillmg measures were carried on in selected villages of two districts. The 
acne me for the localization of the permanent centres of plague \nd for the 
adoption of special measures to limit infection was continued in four districts. 
.sGovernment approved the undertaking of a lecturing tour in the Satto district 
~ aa" ‘a means of disseminating knowledge of the causation and^ prevention ‘of 
plague, and sanctioned the distribution among village schools of similar informa- 
tion in ^he form of a pamphlet. 

' 5. The principal events of the year were the several changes among the, Native States 

:^uling chiefs. A vacancy caused by the death of the late Mir of Khairpur • 
warf filled by succession. Other deaths included those of the liana S^heb of 
Porbandar, the Mahardna of Eanta and the representative T4lukdars of Mak- 
• dala and Piprala. The Chief of Baria, the Maharana of Banta and the Thakors 
' of Khadal and Limbdi were installed on their respective gddls. The ThdSiora of 
Rayka aisid Anghad were placed in charge of their talukas upon their attain- 
ment of majority, and the Chief of Miraj (Junior) having finished his education 
^as invested with the full powers of his State. 

During the year His Highness the Haw^b of Janjira accompanied by his 
Begum made a tour in Europe, in the course of which they had the honour of a 
private audience with Their Majesties the King-Emperor and the Queen- 
Empress, His Highness the J Saheb of JMawanagar returned from England. 

Such trade as is claimed by any of the Native States fully participated in 
the universal decline, but the fact possesses little independent importance. The 
main iaatggest of all the States centres in their agriculture, and in this respect 
they**wer 0 no less diversely affected by the season than the widely different parts 
of the Presidency of which they are typical. In general, however, the year 
nowhere resulted in a marked advance in prosperity, while it was nowhere so 
tmsuccessful as to cause a serious set-back. The States of South Gujarat and 
the Kf)nkan for the"* most part enjoyed a favourable season, but elsewhere 
l^ricultjire suffered from a deffoiency of the later rains, in many cases cou;^led 
with an excess in the earlier part of the monsoon. Every State, however, 
succeeded in raising at least one crop which was suficiently good to save the 
situation, and the high prices which prevailed throughout the year tended to 
compensate for any paucity of outturn. The plentiful demand for labour was 
fw^ 9 tker favourable circumstance ; and the absence of real distress <s illustrated 
by the fact that the only two test-works that were opened were soon found to 
be unnecessary. Although, therefore, the smaller recoveries of interest .due to 
Government from some States in EdthiawSr indicate a- year somewhat below 
the normal, more or leas improvement over the previous year's fighres is visible 
in the revenue realizations of a majority of the States, including even the Satara 
J%hir 8 aji.d the Southern Maratha Country States where the season was perhaps

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^ least favourable. The outlay on Public Works exhibited little v iriatioUj but. 
with 'few exceptions the StSitcs dovoted a oonaiderSb]^ larger expenditure tb 
Sdueatbn, with results which were commonly refleGtod in the number of pupils 
on the rolls. At the end of^tlie year these formed r2 *7 par cent/ of the tqtal^ 
popuLitioa and there "was an average of one school to every 20 7 square miles of 
IS’ative States Territory. The population is still backward in some of the States-* 
of South Gfbjarat and the North Konkan ; but special efforts were made^dTurieg . 
the year in the L'Angs, Dharampur and Bd^nsda to place agriculture on .a Brinef 
basis, and the measures adopted^ which included the first infiroduotion of tagdvi^ 
into the Dangs, were attended by an appreciable degree^of success. ^ In many of 
the States, in common with the rest of the Presidency, there was some increas*^ 
in themumbjer of offences reported, but many of these were of a minor character/ 
and the circumstance does not appear to indicate any distinct advanc&>in 
criminality, r “The general abatement of plague in the Presidency was also 
experienced by the Native States, and was largely responsible for the decrease 
which appears in the death-rate of every state except Palanpur, Mahi Kantha and^ 
Ja^whar. At the same time only Dharampur; Bansda and the S^tdra JdgWTo 
were excepted from a uniform increase in the birth-rate which was one of the 
most favourable symptoms of returning prosperity during the, year, ^ 

6. Pield work was carried on during the year by survey parties in all 
divisions of the Presidency Proper and in Sind. In the Northern Division thg 
survey of T^lukdari Estates continued to occupy four parties in Ahmedabad Und 
one in the Panch MabiUs, and in both districts the measurement and classifica- 
tion of a number of villages were completed. Another party was engaged in the ' 
survey and classification of several inam villages, in breaking up large survey * 
numbers and in other measurement work. In the Central Division Jhe work 
was of a similar character. The verification of the boundaries between the 
Gaikwari villages of Songad and British territory was completed. The field,.-, 
work undertaken in the Southern Division consisted chiefly of demarcatioii, 
including that of the Southern Maratha Bailwaj lands in the DharwAr District. 
The three survey parties in Sind were entirely occupied , in measurement work* 

In all divisions the preparation and correction of Akarbands and other survey 
papers wer6in progress throughout the year, and the usual recess examinations 

of field work took place. The Southern Maratha States survey parties were 
finally disbanded. Settlements were introduced into 13 Government and /nam 
villages in the Central Division, and revised rates into 4 talukasof tbe^ ^qn thern 
Division. The Original Settlement Eeport was submitted in the case of^ one 
village in the Batnagiri District. Bevision Settlement proposals were submit- 
ted for the Jhalod Mahal in the Northern Division and for one taluka a?^,d 
4 alienated villages in the Central Division. Second Revision Settlement 
proposals were made in respect of 3 taluk^s in the Southern Division. Revised 
irrigational settlements were introduced in 5 taluk4s in Sind. « 

7. The usual course of survey training was provided for Circle Inspectors 
and Village Accountants in the Presidency Proper by means of classes con- 
ducted at numerous centres. During the year, 80 of the former and 966 of the 
latter, qualified in their respective Survey Tests. The compilation and main- 
tenance of tlie Record of Bights continued to engross the attention of the^liS 
Records Staff. The former branch of work is now well advanced in the 
Presidency Proper and was freshly undertaken in only 8 talukas and 1 petha, 
while it was continued in 3 tdlukds where a beginning had been made in the 
previous year. The final stage of promulgation was reached in the case of 
9 talukas and 4 petMS; in addition to which the woi^ of /compilation T^as 
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complete in t tali^jsas and 1 petha. In Sind the preparation of the Eecord was • 
carried to ccgnplei*ion in ^ t^luk^s and xemainSd in progress in*8 others. Some- . 
what fetter progress was la^de during the year in the experiiflental iheasure^ * 
jnent and demarcation of s^b-di^jisjons of survey numbers, especially irL the 

Oentr!il 1)i vision, tut the work was still confined to a few ’districts.

y SL* The total octfupied area showed an advance of 302,178 acrae to which OocTipied area. 
ftvery»di vision contributed. There was a remarkable increase of 273,217 acres 
in Sind, where the ^vourable inundatiou resulted in a considerable expansion 
of cultivation. ^Ihe improvement in the Southern Division was slight, but in 
^ the Central and Nortliefh Divisions there were increases of 15,639 and 10,751 
f^ores respectively, ho district showed any noticeable retrogression, and'tlieife 
were few exceptions to the general advance. 

9* At the close of the year there were 139 minors’ estates under the wards and 
management of ColJeotors iu the Presidency including Sind, In addition there 
jvere 552 estates in the charge of the Talukdari Settlement Officer. The season ^y^fnment 
'pTbvcd more favourable, and the collections showed an improvement of neaidy 
3-^ Ukhs or 53 per cent, over the figures of the previous year. Including 
arrears, however, only 57 per cent, of the total demand of the estates could be 
realizied. The system of leasing estates made a marked advance, and as many 
as 2h8 leases were granted during the year. The detailed survey of talukddri* 
tillages continued to make good progress. The year started with 312 estate® 
under the Manager,, Incumbered Estates in Sind, but relinquishments reduced 
the closing number to 307. The amount paid in liquidation of debts was less 
, than in the preceding year but amounted to 2^ lakhs. 

10. , Three Acts were passed and published during the year. The object uegiaiation. 
of the first, the Government Occupants (Sind) Amendment Act, 1908, was to 
replace the register prescribed by the Act by a sanad as evidence of title and to , 
validate oooupanoies already granted without oomplianoe with the formal 
requirements of the Act. The second was tbe City of Bombay Improvement 
(Amendment) Act, 1908, the main object of which was to establish the right 
of Government to compensation for their reversionary interests in lands held on 
certafu tenures when those lands are acquired for the Improvement Trust. 

Lastly, the Criminal Tribes (Validation) Act, 1909, the main object of which 
was tp validate the action taken by the Commissioner in Sind in ordering tbe 
remo«l 4 ^ certain members of the Hur tribe in Sind from the Settlement in 
whichr they were originally located to another Settlement. 

Three Bills were also introduced under the titles of a Bill further to amend 
tlie Karachi Port Trust Act, 1886, a Bill to provide for the erection and manage- 
ment of the Prince (jf Wales Museum of Western India, and a Bill to amend 
•c^ertaiu enactments and to repeal certain other enactments. The fii‘st of these 
^as passed and received assent before the close of the year. , 

^ IT. In the Police returns of the Presidency including Sind several p^Uce 
unfavourable features are prominent. There was a rise of 5 per cent, in the 
figures of reported crime. Deducting eases struck off, real cognizable crime 
ehowgd an increase of 21 per cent, which was distributed tlw’oughocit the Presi- 
dency and included both minor and more serious offences. Still more unsatis- 
factory is the further increase in the proportion of cases remaining undetected, 
which amounted to 44-| per cent* of the figures of true. crime. The result was 
that, in spite of considerable success in the oases aotually^ brought to trial, the 
ratio of oonviotioqp to true cases disposed of ^gain felkby more than 3 per cent.

' discontent among the*ranl: and file which will disappear wiflf tlie improvement 
in their pay and prospects which has lately been introduced. In addition^ ^he 
measures ot re-organization are themselves responsible for a temporary defioienoy 
of expQFienced men in the higher posts; bere^ again, the standard* o^ effi- 
ciency will gradually right itself as the scheme progresses/ Even in the yeaiV' 
under review signs of improvement were not wanting, .There were fewer resig- 
natioi;^ and recruiting was easier. The numbeXvS of the Jorce were considerably ^ 
augmeg^ited, * fact which suffices to account for the increased proportion oF 
punishments. Money rewards were granted on an increased scale and the sys+em 
was produeijag excellent results. There uere seveial indications of an improve- 
ment in the quality of work done. The large increase in the number of cases 
in which investigation was refused by the Police, in conjunction with a decrease^ 
in^ the proportion of cases struck off, points to the exercise of a greater discriMSt=- - 
nation in rejdbting false complaints. The preventive action <if the Polioe 
though less in quantity was attended with greater success ; the numbei^of cases 
which remained pending was fewer in proportion to the number for disposal ; 
i^and, although the amount of stolen property increased, the proportion recovered 
showed a substantial improvement of over 14 per cent. r 


12. The Government Male Workhouse had }93 inmates during the year. 
Eorty of these w^ere provided with employment. There was only one admission 
to the Eemale Workhouse, and the person was discharged on obtaining employ- 
ment. The total cost to Government on account of the Tagrancy Aot rose from 
Ps, S,028 to Bs, 9,841. 
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13. There was a marked decrease in the number of deaths caused Ijy wi|d^ 
animals, which fell from 66 to 32. The mortality iioni snake-bite, however, 
showed some increase. Of the 1,248 deaths which were due to this cause 
18 per cent, occurred in Eatiiagiri and 13 per cent, in Hyderabad, yrhile 
no other district claimed more than 6 per cent. The number of cattle 
killed by wild animals and snakes increased by 75 per- cent. Wolves, as usual 
proved most destructive and were responsible for 70 per cent, of thg losses. 

The number of deaths due to wolves alone in Hyderabad covered 32 percent, 
and in Thar and Parkar 29 per cent, of the total figures for the P^c^iUency. 
There was little difference in the number of wild animals destroyed, the 
number of snakes killed increased considerably, The number of gun, licenses 
issued for crop protection and other kindred purposes was more than four timQ^ 
the figure of the preceding year. 

14. The number of offences reported and b^uught to trial was ag^In les^'’ 
than in the preceding year. Considerably less than half of the bffenoes^ 
returned as true fell under the Indian Penal Code. As usual by far Che 
greatest number of these purported to be oases of hurt, but only 7 per cent, of 
the persons accused were convicted. Among other offences with the exceptiorT 
of theft, orijj^inal intimidation, insult and annoyance were the most popular, 
complaints, and here again convictions numbered only 6 per cent, I;h^re was 
a considerable incTease in oases of theft, and as many as 71 per cent, of the 
accused received sentences. The number of murders^standing at 251 remained, 
practically unaltered. "Exactly half of the total number of persona brought, to 
trial were acquitted or discharged, or about the same proportion as in the 
previous year. There was a markdd increase in the number of offenoej^returnrod - 
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* as'true in Pooiia and in Th^a, wljile Bombay and Ahmedabad each showed a • 
noticeable improvement inHhis respect. Bombay, however, remained the iftost 
criminal district, followed *a^ter a considerable interval by E^rachi,*^pona * * 
and .Ahmedabad. Sentence •of d»ath was passed in 59 cases and sentenoe of 
transportation in 1^9 oases during the year. Ehoh of these figures shows an 
inc^jpase.^ While sent^oes of imprisonment were more numerous, fines were 
iTtflctej. in considerably fewer instances, and as in the previous year the 
'^amount "Cvas nominEtlin over 90 per cent, of these cases. Whippings, again 
■fteoreased and bore a ratio of 13§ per cent, to the total number of punishments, 
corresponding * to 15^ per oeut. in the year before. Proceedings in appeal 
Resulted in a reversal of the sentence in 17 per cent, of the cases. In trials by, 
tfury the Judge disagreed with the verdict in 7 per cent, of the oases, while in 
nearly 16 per cent, of the trials with Assessors the opinion of all the Assessors 
was rejected. 

16. The total jail population rose by nearly 3^ per cent. Overcrowding 
a gain present in a number of prisons, but no injurious effect on the health 
of the inmates could be traced to this cause. On the contrary the^death-rate of 
17'4ij)er Tjiille was the lowest recorded iuring the last 30 years with the excep- 
tion only of 1905. Want of accommodation was, however, more particularly 
^ felt in respect of cells for the separation of habituals, who form only 13 per 
cent, of the total population, but are a source of general corruption. There * 
was s small increase in the number of juvenile offenders, but tlie decrease from 
the figures of preceding years remained a satisfactory feature. The juvenile 
- ♦ class in the Bharwdr Prison continued to show excellent results. Escapes were 
considerably more numerous, and only 8 of the 20 fugitives were recaptured, 

A large number of prisoners were released under the orders of Government on 
the occasion of the 50th anniversary of the assumption of the direct adnainis- 
totion of India by the Grown. The mark remission system continued to have 
av$ry favourable effect upon prison discipline, as appears from tlie fact that the 
releases which took place under this system during the year covered 93 per 
cent, of the possible oases. The high prices of food-grains were responsible 
for a rise of E/S. 9 per head in dietary charges which more thin accounted for 
the lapger average cost of maiutenaaoe. The net cash earnings of the convicts 
increased by over 110 per cant. There was a far larger output from the 
^ Yerdvdjb Trison Press, aM the net profits showed a marked improvement, 

l&?N»»»^er 0 was again a considerable fall in the total number of civil Oivii Justice^ 
cases decided during the year, but this was confined to Miscellaneous Original 
and Appeal oases, and there was a large increase in regular suits and appeals. 

Bluing the several preceding years .there had been a progressive reduction in 
the number of suits instituted, which was attributed to the prevalence of 
plague, ^to bad seasoas®and to the extended application of the Deccan Agrioul- 
tiiSsts' IJelief Act. In the year under review, however, the number of suits 
rose by ^nearly 6 per cent., while there was a further advance of 13 per cent. In 
their total value. Although, therefore, more cases were decided during the 
year the balance which remained pending was larger and amounted to 21 
percent, of the total number for disposal. There was little variation in the 
proportion of contested suits, which stood at 37 per cent.,^but tbeir average 
duration was again noticeably reduced. There was a rise also in the number of 
appeals, but owing to greater success in disposing of them the arrears showed a 
oomparatively small increase, amounting nevertheless tp H per cent. c5 the 
whole. Applications for the execution of decrees were again fewcr^but a larger 
balance remained £or disposal in the following year. ^ A slightly smaller pro-' 
^jportJlon*pr(Jred wholly unproductive ; but only in 17 per cent, of the applications 
was satisfaction obtained in full, 
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17, While tlie number of decrees reoei|:ed b^ the CoHeotora for execution 
j was less by per cent., the number disposed of durfng the -year ohowed^a iffore 
^ thaivj^oportionata reduction and liLtle diminution tvas therefore ^ efected. in the 
Yolsime of arrears, which amounted to per *bent. of^ the oases ^ awaiting 
disposal. The unfavourable character of the season, however, necessitated the 
postponement of sales in many districts of the Presidency Proper^ ^P^tiy 
on accQunt of delays in execution a greater willingness to comprotgise ws' 
noticeable, and although the number of decrees settled by mutual Agreement ^ 
formed the same proportion as in the preceding year, the amount remitted by 
creditors increased by 74 per cent, and bore a ratio of 14 per cent, to the total 
decretal value of the cases so disposed of. There was a decrease in the ar^^ 
sold in e3?fecution of decrees, but both the assessment and the price realized 
were larger and the latter re presented- an increased multiple of the former/

18. The registration returns afford satisfactory evidence of a decline in 
the tendency to substitute sales for mortgages which had resulted from tl^e 
extension of the Deccan Agriculturists^ Itelief Act. In contrast to the figffra^ 
of several prdceding years there was a slight decrease in sales during the year 
under review, aoeompanied by a very considerable increase in iflortgages. 
Leases also were fewer m the aiigregate, but presented some noticeable fluotua- 
tiong which are attributed to the varying influence of the E/Ccord of Eights 
in different districts. The process of compilation is believed to have created 
a demand for the documentary evidence which registration affords. The 
demand seems to explain the very large increase in the number of registrations 
of all kinds which accompanied the preparation of the Record throughout the 
Presidency ; and the gradual completion of this process appears to be responsible 
for the fact that the total number of registrations effected during- the year 
exhibits a much smaller increase than has lately become usual. The first 
complete year of working under the new conditions of the re-organizatlOiT 
scheme has proved the latter to be successful The expense was greater and 
amounted to 49 per cent, of the revenue ; with increased receipts, however, 
there remained a surplus of over 3 lakhs. 


19. All the four districts in which Village Eegistration i§ in* force 
contributed to a decrease of 6 per cent, in the total number of documents 
registered. The decline is most generally attributed to the amendmenfr^of the ' 
Transfer of Property Act which extends the provisions of Act TVT^ijifbi jjo 
all documents of sale or mortgage affecting immovable property whfoh are 
presented to Sub-Eegistrars. Eecourse to the Village Eegistration system is 
said to have been diminished further by liberal grants of tagdvi and by a fell 
in the value of land. While the receipts decreased by 4 per cent, the expen^ 
diture showed a saving of 12 per cent., partly, however, o^ing to the exclusion 
of the portion of Sub -Registrars’ salaries whtoh was formerly debited to this 
adfeount Even so, however, there was a arge deficit on the year’s ^orkino', 
and efforts are being made to amalgamate or abolish Village Registration* 
Ofdces and to open new Sub-Eegistrars’ Offices in their place. 

-SO. T]ie figures of the year reflect the slackness of trade, The i^umber 
of companies newly registered was considerably less. Those classified as 
Trading companies and as Mills and Presses as usual formed the bulk of the 
new Registrations, which amounted in all to 56. O^ing, however, to the much 
larger numbpr^hat went into liquidation during the year the net increase in, the 
companies at work was only 24. ^The accompanying increase in nominal, capital 
was crores. At the close of the year 616 oompahica were extent*^ wi'feh a 
nominal oapiM of 34j crores. ^ 
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• 21, Tlie ii^jrease oi neaijy a lakli in the aggregate income of the Local iiocaiBo^ic^s- 
%oards wai not evenly vli^ributed among tue several divisions. The I’eceipta*

. Sind and in the Southern* Divi#i(j,n, and still fnrfclier in the former by a local 
contraction of &hi cultivation v^hich resulted from insufficiency of water in 

* t^e canals. The (^crease, however, in the income from both these quarters 
^iJ^as largely nominal and was more than counterbalanced by a large increase in 

the realizations of the Northern and Central Divisions which was duain great 
'ff measure to the reohvery of suspended arrears. The expenditure of the Boards ^ 
^exhibited an advance .of over 4 lakhs. There was aa increase of Ukhs in 
* T;he amount devoted to Education, which claimed 32 per cant, of the tqtal 
expenditure. The outlay upon Civil Works, with an inorease*of 3^ lakhs, 
represented 56 per cent, of the total. While communications and water- 
supply are the most important items under this head, it also injludesa consider- 
able expenditure upon school-houses. The closing balances ot all Boards 
^ exceeded the prescribed minimum, in many casas by unnecessarily large 
“"^LQOunts- There was no appreciable alteration in tbe average number of ir^pet- 
ings held by District or Tdluka Local Boards, but the average attendance showed 
a decided improvement everywhere except in the Southern Division. 


22. Although the revenue realized during the year once more showed an Bombay 
.advance of nearly 4 lakhs, the financial position of the Municipality was less 

satisfactory. An increase of 4^ lakhs in tlie expenditure, which in the previous 
year had exceeded the income by 3 lakhs, resulted in a further deficit of 
3^ likhs. Moreover, while the permanent expansion of revenues during the 
year was estimated at 3| lakhs, the great advance in the normal expenditure 
of the Municipality indicated a permanent increase of 5 lakhs on the other side. 

In view, therefore, of the inadvisability of allowing further deficits to fall on 
^ the surplus cash balance, reduced as it has been hy those of two succeeding years, 
ft is now realized that increased taxation is the only alternative to a curtailment 
of expenditure. The raising of a farther loan of 13^ lakhs during the year 
increased tho liabilities of the Corporation to 5J crores, but the assets 
still show an excess of 2 crores over this figure. The usual activity was 
uotteeable under the head of Public Works, and a large number of new 
works were completed or in progress. An increased area of roads was 
treated with crude petroleum as a remedy for dust. The number of fires 
was .«i^mmished, but the resultant loss of property was less by lakhs, 
and^^he complete absence of casualties speaks for the efficiency of the fire 
brigade. Although the city was affected hy the universal epidemic of malaria, 

Ae vital statistics improved on both the records of the previous year when the 
TOtal mortality was already the lowest since 1897 and that from plague the 
lowest since the disease first appeared in Bombay. At the same time births 
^*Were more numerous. The special staff appointed in the previous year was 
successful in ^seizing a large amount of contraband meat,- while ordfhary 
supervision of the markets necessitated the destruction of a considerably 
^diminished quantity of unwholesome food. The education figures exhibited some 
progress, and there was an increase of nearly 9 per cent, .in the number of 
•pupjjLs attending schools. ^ 

23. During the year a new stage was reached in the history of municipal Diatiict 
administration by the withdrawal of much of the official control with 

it had formerly been associated. Government conceded to City Municipalities* ^ 

the privilege of electing two-thirds of the number of their councillors, while all 
na.unjoip^lities nut excepted for special reasons were ^empowered to select non^ 
official presidents. The former concession was subject to •the condition of 
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atrengfclienmg the eveoutive by the appointm^t of -a GoyeMiineBt servant 
<}hief officer, and osly five City Muni oijiali ties werefounfl willing to ooxuply 
*tMs rec^jii^eiuent,* These aloue receivgd the extended ffanehise# but 87 out of 
the total of 153 permanent * municipalities ijeiie thought fit^ to exorcise the « 
privilege of choosing l;heir pre^dents. Piuanoially the year was generally ^ 
sueoessful, and the aggregate income of the municipalities showed an improve- 
ment of nearly 5 ^ lakhs to which all divisions contributed. Similarly 
shared ia*a total advance of 5| lakhs in expenditure, the, objects of* which 
included a number of important public works and institutions- The Local 
Audit Department again checked the accounts of a majority of mfmicipalities^ 
and foiu 7 cases of fraud were detected. On the whole, municipal admijiistration, 
where not rendered inefieotive by factions, bore evidence of a proper sonso of 
public responsibility, and failures, such as those which necessitated the suspension 
oftheKairaarpl'Dharangaou Municipalities, were happily altogether oxcoptioiial ; 
and it is anticipated that the year’s acetssion of independence will do much to 
stimulate a further interest in municipal affairs on the part of the mombors, < 


•24, The amendment of the C4ty of Bombay Improvement Act removod 
the chief difficulty which had formerly attended the acquisition of land, and the 
area acquired during the year formed as much as 60 per cent, of the total acquired 
by the Trust in the CDurse of the ten years of its operations. As a result the 
Capital expenditure was nearly up to the Budget estimate, and a number of^ 
works were completed or nearing completion at the end of the year. Among 
the principal schemes in progress, those relating to Princess Street and Sandhurst 
Eoad are now far advanced and within the space of a few years have resulted 
in the complete transformation of an area full of insanitary dwellings and narrow ' 
lanes. Little remains to be done in the Gamdevi Estate scheme, which has 
effected a great improvement in the healthiness of a locality formerly notorious 
for malaria, A large expenditure waa as usual devoted to the construction of 
chawls for the accommodation of the poorer population, and 1,314 more phrsonS 
were provided with homes by the completion of a new chawl in Princess Street and 
of two additional blocks at Imamvdda. At the end of the year over 12,000 
jjersons were thus accommodated, and chawls capable of receiving 2,616 3iioro 
were in process of construction. The yearns programme necessitated the raising 
of a loan of 30 lakhs, which was suooessfully floated in Bombay, 


25. The depression of trade was reflected in a decline of 12 per 0 (i 3 >t. in 
the net profits of the Bombay Shipping Ofilce. There was a oonsiderablejasroaso „ 
in the number of seamen shipped. Less than 6 per cent, of these were hfuro- " 
peaus, whose numbers showed a fall of 12 per cent., while the Asiatics engaged 
were fewer by less than 6 per cent. The numb er of European aoanion sent hom^ 
distressed was slightly larger than in the previous year and deserters w^ero con- 
siderably more numerous. Three Marine Courts of Inquify were held, olie of . 
which resulted in the severe censure of the Chief Officer and the Mast® oon-*'. 
oerneH and another in the suspension of a Master’s certificate. At Aden fhore 
was little difference in the number of European seamen shipped, but Asiatics 
were notioeahly fewer. ^ 


Buring the first half-year trade was under the influence of the unfa- 
EarachiCisr vonrahle monscTon of 1907 and the traffic returns of the Bombay Port Trust ' 

, showed a decline of nearly 28 per oent. in comparison with the corresponding 

period of, the year before. Although, therefore, the second half-year exhibited 
a recovery, the total reoeipts of the Trust were redu&ed by 2^ Mkhs. This 
result, however, Trad been anticipated and it was found possible to maintain the 
satisfactory financial positiwn of tbefilrust without disoontinuiitg the temporary - 
rebates which had been introduced in the previous year and again risiehad a 
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figure exceeding 7® lakhs. " te» coyering tl^is iteiji the gross surplus on the • 
year’s -workifig still per mitt ejJ the appropriatioa of a substautiai ^net balance to ■ 
the Tteyenue. Reserve Pnnd. The expenditure on i^apital account, amounting* 
io 89 -|, lakhs, was highest in fho history of the Trust, ^ and the excavation 
^ork of the new Alexandra Docks showed a decided improvement over its 
fomer j'ate of progress. The Karachi Port Trust similarly establishgd a record 
m. its angineering expenditure with au outlay of 31 lakhs. Important additions 
were ma3e to the available wharfage during the year. A scheme for deepening 
lihe harbour o£ Aden received the sanction of Government, and rapid progress 
^ w^a made during the last half of the year. ^ • 

' 27. There was a net increase of 24 in the number of Co-operative Credit 

Societies, and at the close of the year 169 stood on the register in the Presidency Societies* 
Proper. The total membership showed a rise of 34 per cent. Eorty- three of 
the registered Societies had not yet started working, but the remainder represented 
an addition of 17 to the number of Societies at work during the previous year 
an increase of nearly 2 lakhs in their capital. The amount of loans granted 
to members was larger by IJ lakhs and exceeded 5 lakhs in the aggregate. Only 
one Society was in existence in Sind, but this made good progress during the 
year. 


28. The season resulted in an expansion of cultivation both in the Presi- ^Cropped area*, 

ctency Proper and in Sind. The cropped area increased by If per cent, in the « 

former and by 20 per cent, in the latter, while the area twice cropped showed a 

more than proportional advance in both oases. At the same time there were 
, decreases of 5 and 8 per cent, respectively in the area under current fallow. In 
the Presidency Proper the area under food-crops expanded by 5 per cent., remain- 
ing nevertheless 1 per cent, below the normal. The increase was confined to 
jow^rij paddy and gram. The main feature of the year was the expansion of , 
cultivation in the Deccan, where a deficiency of early rains had caused 
a contraction in the bajri area before the good September rain encouraged rabi 
sowings of jow^iri. Paddy showed the greatest advance in Gujard,t, where the 
early jrains were unusually favourable to this crop. In Sind paddy sowings were 
slightly reduced, but the area under jowari rose by as much as 41 per cent., under 
the influence of favourable rains and a good water-supply. The area under 
food-cr^ps in the province thus showed a net increase of 17 per cent, and was 21 
per cebt. in excess of thenormaL Non-food-erops also expanded by 39 per cent- 
in ^inuT^t showed a fall of 9 per cent, in the Presidency Proper where the 
cotton area had been reduced by 15 per cent, owing to the excess of sowing 
rains in Gujarat and their deficiency elsewhere. Moreover, there had been a 
t^idency to give preference to food-crops in view of the diminished slocks of 
grain remaining from previous harvests. Both in the Presidency and in Sin^, 
however, there was a marked increase in the cultivation of oil-seeds, principally 
affecting saflBLower which was sown with rabi jowari and wheat in the Deccan 
and^, Kiarnatak. The irrigated area kept pace with the extension of cultivatfon 
and increased by per cent, in the Presidency and by 19^ per cent, in Sind. 

29. In the experimental work carried on during the year two main Agricultural 

objects were pursued ; the first was to decide between the merits of different 
varieties of the same crop and to determine the conditions to 'which ^aoh is most ^ 

suited, and the second to improve the yielding capacity of the commonly grown 
indigenous crops, chiefly by means of a careful selection of seed. Oocton as 

usual was among the most important subjects of experiment on both these lines, 
and while American, Cambodia, tree cottons and hybrids were ‘tested under 
varying c<^iiditions^ the Broach and Kumpta* cottons Continued to be subjected 
‘ to selectidlb. at the Dhdrwar Parm. The results stiU indicated that an improve-

ment in quality gained by, the hotter method ii acqphipaniedr sooner or later hif 
* a fall in the ginning percentage. Among cultural experiments, those de^-gned 
\o elucidate the comparative advantages of deeg^ and shallop fcultivation 
occupied a prominent position. The most iiflportant resuljs^ were tho^ which^ 
demonstrated the value of the American method of “ dry farming ’’ as applied to 
rabi cultivation. Manurial experiments again illustrated tbe value of ammoniv:m 
sulphate for sugarcane, and this is now being distributed among cultiv^ors^ 
but for* dry-crop farming no artificial manure has been foiyad profitable at the 
present prices. During the year a separate branch was established for dealing 
with agricultural mechanics and engineering. 

^ A remarkable increase of 14^ lakhs or nearly 112 per cent, fin advances ^ 

under Ibe Agriculturists’ Loans Act testifies to the growing popularity of this class 
of tagdvi. ^ring the past 5 years the rise under this head has been interrupted 
only by the check exhibited in the figures of last year. The resumption of the 
upward movement in the year under review was not, as so often before, due to the 
pressure of scarcity ; on the contrary, it was almost confined to the districts 
which the season wn a relatively favourable. The cause is;to be found partly in the 
enhanced demand for loans for the purcliase of seed and cattle which naturally 
accompanied the improved prospects of the year and especially the expansion of 
cultivation in Sind; and partly, perhaps, in the increased difficulty of obtaining 
such loans from s4vkars which has resulted from the operation of the Deocap. 
Agriculturists* Belief Act and the system of restricted tenure. On the other hand 
advances under the Land Improvement Loans Act followed the tendency of the 
preceding three years and showed a further decline of 9f per cent. This Act 
was principally utilized in the Deccan, where the necessity of extending agri- ^ 
cultural safeguards such as water-supply is always most felt; and the decrease 
during the year was possibly due to the fact that the several preceding seasons 
had not been sufficiently profitable to favour agricultural enterprise. ^ 

31. The system of giving joint tagdvi for the purchase of stock bulls through 
the agency of the Civil Veterinary Department was continued successfully 
in Ahmednagar, and 87 bulla had been procured in this manner up tp the 
close of the year. So far no other district has adopted the scheme* The 
herd of the Northoofce Cattle Parm at Chharodi increased considerably and 
a number of animals were also disposed of by sale. Although Gove^mment 
stallions were more extensively used during the year in Gujarat, the figures 
again declined in the Deccan, where there are indications that horsH»5eding. 
as an industry is dying out under the influence of economic changes anST the 
series of bad seasons. 


32. Much interest was taken in the Ahmedabad Horse Show and 
annual cattle shows held at Mhasvad and Sholdpur, and better stooir was^ 
exhibited. The cattle shows at Ahmedabad and Ahmednagar were revived, an^i^ 
thrje new shows were organized, one of which at Panvel promises to "become" 
annual. In Sind cattle -fairs were held at Jacobabad, Sbikdrpur and Talbar, 
the first-named being a new institution. The Talhar Pair is to be abandoned 
owing to the continued decrease in attendance, hut the others showed satisfao-" 
tory results.

33. The character of the season bore a considerable resemhlanoe to that 
of the preceding year, the chief points of similarity being the late arrival and 
early y^^ithdrawal of the monsoon, its compensating sh’eogth during the inter- 
mediate period apd the feebleness of the retreating current. The distribution 
was, however, veiy uneven. While rainfall was much in defect in the Eastern 
Deccan and much of the Southern "Mardtha Country, it was continuous during - 
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Unly and August'“in Gujrfr^t, tke Konkan apd the^Wesfc Deccan, and in some 
parts excessive, esJ>eoially*ii^ Gujarat Although therefore the*fall during *June 
and September was gener^y below the normal, average was commonly 
Equalled or even speeded by the*results of the whole morsoon period, ImSind 
jihe rainfall during July was abnormally heavy. The September rains were 
irregular and failed im Sind and Upper Gujarat, while Lower Gujarat and the 
Conklin received moderate amounts and the Deccan derived much benefit from 
a normal rainfall, in which, however, parts of the Southern Mardtha Country 
'did not share. Erom October onwards cold-weather conditions became rapidly 
^tablished and rain was almost entirely absent. 

* 34 Although the season was fair except in the East Deqpan and tfie 

Kam^tak, prices showed little response and remained far above the normal. 
There were few fluctuations in the high rates of the preceding yeaiv but a fur- 
ther advance was noticeable in the Karnatak and on the other hand a small but 
general decline in Sind. There was a fall of 8 per cent, in the average price of 
; ^w ari in the Deccan and of bajri in Sind. Eice was generally cheaper, hut 
except in Sind the difference was very slight. With the exception of a purely 
local cheapening of jd.gri there was no other fall in prices during the year. 
Both jowari and bajri rose by 14 per cent, in the Karnatak, where rice also showed 
a small advance. Notwithstanding the better crops of the year, both wheat^ 
and gram were everywhere dearer. Cotton presented a similar phenomenon. 
Although there was an estimated increase of 3 8 per cent, in the outturn of cotton 
the price in no case fell and was higher by 12 per cent in the case of theprinci- 
pally grown Khjindesh variety. The shortage of 42 per cent, in the previous 
year’s crop no doubt contributed to this rise; and a similar depletion of" stocks 
appears to have been largely responsible for the continued high prices of food- 
grains, The effect of the latter was apparent during the year in the dearness of 
'^Iq^hour,* with the added cause of a demand exceeding the supply. The high 
wages which labour could command in the ever-increasing number of miils, 
mines and factories, in the various Government and private works in progress, 
and in Bombay City itself, not only rendered the employees more independent, 
but accentuated the scarcity of agricultural labour which is reported to be 
becoming a serious feature in some districts. In Ahmedabad, where such causes 
are most in evidence, there seems to be a danger that the dearth of workers may 
prevent a proportional expansion of cultivation in the event of a favourable 
,seasoffr^n Surat it appears that the labouring classes, under the influence of 
restricted tenure, tagavi and other aids to inclependenoe, are themselves turning 
to cultivation with the inevitable effect upon wages. In Sind, where the labour 
]X':oblem is chronic, canal-clearing operations could scarcely be carried on even 
'Although the wages offered were often double those prevailing in the Presidency 
-Proper. 

36* There was no important alt&ration in the area of Reserved Eorgats. 
In’the Southern Circle, however, 14 square miles were disforested and for the 
most part reconstituted as Protected Pores t. In Sind 22 square miles were 
gained by alluvion while l7 square miles were lost by erosion. There 
was an increase of nearly 10 per cent, in the total area of forest damaged 
by fires, for which the Central Circle was mainly responsible, wlnle Sind and 
the Northern Circle each showed a marked improvement in this respect. 
The year, hovrever, was particularly unfavourable to fire protection on sKScount 
of the early cessation of rain and its absence during the hot weather. The 
total number of prosecutions for forest offences was less by 11 per cent, than in 
the previous year, but the reduction was* confined to the Northern Circle.

36. The prevailing trade depression was not without its efEeef npco.^ 
manufactures and industries and comparatively little progress was made during 
the year. The cotton industry is responsible for the greatest number of mills , 
and "factories, and although these received some additions many ‘Were either 
closed or worked for reduced periods while those which remained open word 
frequently conducted at a loss. The slackness of the demand for cotton goods ' 
contributed largely to this result ; but until the short crops of cotton which have 
characterized the past two years are replaced by normal harvests, this industry 
cannot be expected to regain its former prosperity. In common with other 
essentially local industries that of hand-weaving was to some extent adversely 
affected by the Sinhvast year, but in so far as this was the case the ensuing yea!i^». 
will make good the defloienoy. Very little progress, however, was made in 
introducing improved methods of weaving, a fact which is the more remarkable 
hecause in Sholapur, where a newer type of hand-looms was employed, the 
jveavqj's’ guild realized excellent profits. Efforts are being made to establish 
the match industry in the Presidency, and two new factories were openedr 
during the year ; hut in this as in other cases foreign and particularly Japanese 
competition is difideult to overcome. In contrast to industrial enterprize, 
mining operations are almost confined to the Sonthern Division of the Presidency. 
Gold and manganese are the only minerals which are now being exploited on 

a large scale, but coal, copper, asbestos, graphite, mica and chrome form the 
objects of exploration in Bijapur and Ratndgiri. The increasing interest 
displayed in the development of the mineral resources of the latter distrjct was — 
among the more satisfactory features of a year which was almost without 
exception unfavourable to the larger mining undertakings. The gold mining 
companies of Dhar war met with a considerable check, and the dullness of ^ the 
manganese market restricted work under the licenses in force. A third 
manganese mining lease, however, was sanctioned in the Belgaum district And 
in the-Panch IvTahals the Shivrajpur and Bamankua mines continued tp work 
on an extensive scale ; while the continued issue of prospecting and exploring 
licenses indicates the capacity of the industry to respond to a rise in pjiB«Pt 

37. After tlie unprecedented figures of 1907’-1908 following a decade of 

commercial prosperity a re-aotion oocarred, which was aooentuated by special 
causes. Amoog these the crisis in American finance in the autun£v. 
of 1907 affected the course of trade throughout the world, ^ntthe chief factors 
in the decline were internal. Crop failures in large consuming districjjs, th^ " 
contraction of cultivation which resulted from the prevalence of a bad type of ^ 
fever, and the abnormal prices of food-grains combined to reduce Indians po^er®of 
purchasing Lancashire goods, while a smaller demand for luxuries of all kinds 
was the inevitable accompaniment of a Sinvhast year. On the other hand,*" 
exports, consisting mainly of the agricultural produce of the country, were 
seriously affected by the poorness of the preceding season. The resulting 
decline in the total maritime trade amounted to 15 per cent, in the Presidency 
Propet'^and 23 per cent, in Sind; excluding Government transactions private 
trade showed a decrease of 11 per cent, in the former and 26 per cent, in 
the latter, with a total fall of over 28 orores. Nevertheless, in the Presidency 
Proper the year was abdVe the average of the past decadS, and bettei: ih^n 
any year in that^ period except 1907-1908. ^

BrjSih^ Portf Bom^^ay, represented 96 per cent. The value of the privaj^e trade, \ 
amounting to 133 drores, shewed a reduction of 18 orores or 12 per cent. %More 
than three- quarters of this tot*kl was*f *?rmed by the private foreign trade of the port, 
in which there was a fall of 13 per c^nt. during the year. Excluding Treasure, 
tfieijeeorded value of ipiports fell by 4^ crores or 9 J per cent., but owjng to the 
lqjv*er average prices the figures imply a decrease of only 7f percent, in volume. 

^ On the other hand, th© decline of 6§ orores in exports represents a fall* of 13 
per cent, both in value and quantity. The principal class of imports. Articles 
Manufactured^ and Partly Manufactured, suffered most from the causes which 
TiaVe already .been noticed. While Glassware, Woollen goods and Apparei fell 
by 24, 20 and 19 lakhs respectively, the outstanding feature was tlid redaction 
of 3^ crores in the sub-head Cotton Piece-goods, due to diminution ifli demand and 
to tte accumulation of stocks during the preceding three years. Tlfe group of 
Metals and Manufactures of Metals, which stands second in importance, advanced 
by half a crore to the highest figure of the decade, owing to an increase of 42 lakhs 
^TBTMetaly and of 69 Idkhs in Bailway Materials. The United Kingdom continues 
to supply almost the whole of the imports of Bailway Materials and Machinery, 
hut under Metals the displacement of iron manufactures by steel has given the pre- 
ponderance to Belgium, Under Articles of Food and Drink the season caused an 
increase of 45 Wkbs under Grain and Pulse, and a marked reduction in purclJases * 
of* all articles of luxury. The depression of trade was exemplified in a decrease of 
18 lakhs in imports of Eaw Cotton, notwithstanding the shortness of the Indian 
, crop and the easier prices of American cotton. An advance of kO lakhs in 
Coal was confined to imports from Australia and Natal, but Great Britain 
still supplied 66 per cent, of the whole. Among other imports, there was a 
further decline of 33 per cent, in the niimber of horses. Re-exports of Foreign 
Merchandise, forming 5 per cent, of the foreign export trade of the port, 
^hibited a decrease of 21 per cent. In exports of Indian Produce the net 
reduction of 6 crores principally reflected a drop of 6f orores under the group 
Raw Materials which forms the bulk of the export trade. Raw Cotton and 
Seeds, ♦falling by 4 and 2^ crores respectively, were chiefly responsible for the 
declinp. The cause was mainly seasonal, and further resulted in a fall of 
46 lakhs in exports of Grain and Pulse, under which exports of Wheat reached 
only one*tenth of the preceding year's amount. On the other hand, Yarn and 
Twist sliowed an improvement of 62 lakhs, notwithstanding its retirement from 
the Eu’KpSSn markets in which it had made so much headway in the previous 
year. Tlie deficiency was made good by largely increased exports to China. The 
distribution of foreign trade was slightly less favourable both to the British Empire 
am to the United Kingdom, hut there was a considerably larger fall in the 
share of Continental I^urope. The position of Germany declined to one of equa- 
lity with France, leaving Belgium at the head of European countries. Ohiuese 
tfade sherwed a remarkable expansion and stood second only to that with ishe 
United Kingdom. The fluctuations in the land trade of the Presidency Proper 
reflected in the main those of the maritime trade, and Raw Cotton, Oilseeds and 
Cotton Piece-goods, European, were the chief items in the year’s decline. 

The total sea-borne trade of Sind amounted in value te 32 J ‘^rores. * The Sind^ 
decrease of 9|- orores was almost entirely duo to a reduction of 53 per cent, 
in the exports of Indian Produce from Karachi, the chief port. As in the Pre- 
sidency Proper, the decline principally affected exports of Cotton, Seeds, and 
Grain and Pulse, Wheat, formerly the chief export, showed affail of 7 orores 
or 84 per cent., an4,for the first time Cotton h.ecame the largest item of trade. 
'^^TheTtotul ijnport trade expanded by 4 per cent, in spite of a deolino of 47 Mkhs 
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in Cotton Piece-goods. All the other principal groups of<r imports advanced. 
Sugar, which improved on the previous year’s record'by 72 lakhs, cshowa ^ risS'of 
101 per cent, 'in the guinquennirpn. The espah/ion is attributable partly to 
increased consumption ancf partly to the cuntractit^ in sugarcane oultivatian in 
the Punjab. Metafs and Eailway Materig-ls improved by lO and 119 per cent, 
respectively. There was a further rise of 32 per cent, jin imports ofKerq^ine 
Oil. Coal from the United Kingdom showed a reduction of di2 per cent^ wfimh 
was more than counterbalanced by imports from New Soptb Wales £Cnd Natal. 
The land trade with Afghanistan, Ealuohistan and Persia" resulted in a small 


decrease which was confined to imports.

" 'With an improvemeot of 27| per cent, over the figures' of the pre- 
ceding year the trade of Aden reached the highest total of the quinquennium. 
The contrast was accentuated by abnormally large transactions in silver, wdiioh 
was exported in great quantities, especially to the Benadir Ooast, as a result of 
the lall in silver value and of the good harvests in Arabia and Abyssinia. 
Apart from Treasure, however, the foreign trade showed an oxna nsi n u _r|j 
S| per cent, jn spite of the fact that direct shipments from Europe and America 
to African, Arabian and Eed Sea Ports have affected the position of A,Een as a 
centre of distribution, Indian trade in merchandise maintained its doumward 
tendency, but the decline was confined to imports. Indian cereals are now^ 
shipped directly to Berbera, Mossawah, Hodaidab and Maoulla, and Aden^is 
losing grasp of this trade. The inland trade between Aden and the mainland 
of Arabia once more retrogressed and by a decline of 4| per cent, lost much 
of the ground vi hich had been recovered during the previous year. 


88. Chapter IV contains a detailed account of the works in progress or 
completed during the year. The total expenditure incurred by the Eoada and 
Buildings Branch of the Public Works Department showed a decrease of 
181 lakhs and amounted to 86 lakhs. Under the Imperial head Civil l^uildings 
accounted for nearly SJ liikhs. The principal scheme undertaken was that for "the 
location of the Coast Guard Elect at Sivri. The oonstr notion of the New General 
Post Office, Bombay, and of the Consulate Buildings at Bunder Abbas ma'do a 
good advance during the year, the latter being practically completed. Under 
the Provincial head Civil Buildings and Communications together ahsorb*ed an 
expenditure of 57-1 laklis, about 4 lakhs less than the figure of the preceding 
year. Among buildings those classed as medical claimed the largest outlay of 
81 Idkhs. For Educational Colleges and Schools 7 ^ Idkhs were reqwsCfT, while 
65: lakhs W'sre devoted to Land Bevenne Buildings. The expendituin upon 
Police B uildings was nearly 6 lakhs, and 4 1 Idkhs in aB were spent under the heads 
Law and Justice and Jails. Communications accounted for a total of 23 MSths. 
Of this sum 8i lakhs were spent on original works and 14i lakhs on repairato 
existing roads, the latter amount being less by 3^ laldis than the previous yeajv’s 

gure. During the year no Pa mine Relief Works were oarriecl on under the 
Department. 


39. A detailed account of the operations and revenue of the Irrigation 
Department will he found in Chapters IV and V, The expenditure upon 
irrigation works amounted to 65i lakhs or 6i Mkhs more than in the previous

^ Owing to the good rainfall which supplied the Khari Eiyer, the irrigated 

a?ea aod assessed revenue on tbe Huthmati and the Khari Cut Canals were the 
•highast on record, amounting respectively to 10,900 acres and Rs. 77,091. The 
area irrigated fron^ the Tranja-Nagrama Tank and the Wangroli Tank was 
' somewhat less than in the previous year, but an area of 1,400 acres was newly 
^ ^Drought under irrigation from the Savli Tank. 

The masonry dam at Ohankapur in the Nasik District, whiqh is intended Central 
to be used for rabi irrigation on the Girna Left Bank Canal and will also 
iiKjrease the sux^ply to tlie existing bandharas, was in progress (luring the year- ^ 
Work was in progress on the Godavari Canal Project^ which is estimated to 
cost over 96^ lakhs and will irrigate an area of 63,919 acres in the Nasik and 
— IJ-Ahmednagar Districts. In the Poona District the want of seasonable rainfall 
produced a demand for water for monsoon crops, which resulted in an increase 
of 7,68i7 acres in the area on the Nira Canal and the Mhaswad Tank compared 
with the average of the past ten years, while the gross assessed revenue on the 
former was the highest on record. The total area on all irrisjation works of the 
.division was 141,919 acres and the assessed revenue amounted to 11 lakhs, the 
figures exceeding the averq,ge by 17,666 acres and Its. Ij lakhs respectively. 
Experimental drains with the object of reclaiming lands affected by salt 

* efdorescence were constructed near Pandara on the Nira Canal from contributions 
paid by the cultivators and met with considerable success. 


The area under inlgation and the assessed revenue on all first class Irriga- Soufclioru 
tion Works in the Southern Division stood at 24,479 acres and 1;| lakhs of 
^ i;upees 5 and exceeded the figures of the preceding year by 7 and 1 per cent, 
respectively. Here also the want of timely rain increased, the demand for 
water, especially for high-rated rabi crops. The area under second class tanks 
continued to inorease, and during the year reached a total of 75,742 acres with 
a revenue of over 2 Ukhs of rupees. The advance in these figures during the 
last three years is attributed principally to the fact that the water contained in 
the tajiks during the rains has been sufficient for the rice crop. 

Although the supply during June was poor, the inundation on tbe whole Siad. 

- wa^unuKhally satisfactory. The “fair irrigating level '' at Bukkur was maintained 
for 69 days in all between July and September compaied with only 11 days in 
1907 and an average of 39 days during the last 10 years. The Kotri gauge 
^iiowed even better results, and the level of 17 feet persisted for 79 days 
corresponding to 2D^ays in the previous year and an average of 43 during the last 
" years. Accordingly most of the canals worked satisfactorily, but the Eastern 
* Nara System was left with a heavy deposit of silt by the rapid subsidence of the 
river^after the floods, and the supply was inadequate for both kharif and rahi 
crops. The exceptionally heavy July rains in Lower Sind, followed by a great 
*^flood in the Indus, severely tested the protective embankments during August, 
when the level at Kotri was higher than any previously recorded. The epibank- 
ments on both sides of the river in the Lower Delta proved inadequate, and 
were over-tox^ped by the flood water in some places, while breaches occurred 
in others. The resulting damage, however, was lessened by the fact that the 
country had already been flooded by the rain. North b£ Sukkur the embank- 
ments successfully withstood the unusual strain. The area irrigated by all 
^ classes of works *in Sind wns 3,354,738 aCres, am increase of 669,000 acres.

40. With the addition of ^63 miles offline opened dni^ng the year the* 
total length of railway open for trafiSo in the Bombay Presidency was 4,244,. 
miles. Work was also in progress on the Bombay Harlftmr Branch of tl^ 
Great Indian Peninsula Eailway, the extension of the Gaikwar’a Mehs^na" 
Eailways*^ from Kheralu to Ddbbora, and the branch line from Mirpnr-Khas to ^ 
' Jhndo, the last two constructions being on the metre-gauge. ^ The most 
. important works completed during the year were an overbridge near the, 
Gh^upati level- crossing on the Bombay Baroda and Central India Eailway in 
Bomba/, and'the doubling of the Great Indian Peninsula Eailway from Karla to 
Poona. There.were no important administrative changes or innovations during 
the year. 

il. There was an increase of 89 lakhs in the gross revenue, which ^ 
amounted to 15 orores 4i3 lakhs. The gross expenditure increased by 35 lakhi^ 
and amounted te 7 crores ^0 lakhs. Of the increase in revenue 76f lakhs fell 
under the Imperial head and 12l lakhs under the Provincial. - Imperial expendi- 
ture on the other hand showed an advance of only IJ lakhs, while the 
remaining 33| lakhs of the increase in expenditure were contributed by the 
Provincial head. 


Under Imjjerial revenue there was a very large increase of 11*7 l^khs 
in the receipts from Opium, the causes of which are explained separately under 
that heading. There were also appreciable increases of 2, 2^* and Mkhs ^ 
respectively in the receipts from Salt, Excise and Customs, but all other princi- 
pal heads of revenue showed more or less decrease. The decrease under Land 
Eevenue, however, was only the result of larger grants from Imperial to Provincial, 
which outweighed a real improvement in the collections.. The decrease q.f 
34§ lakhs in the profits of the Mint was also apparent in part, and will ho 
reduced by nearly one-third after adjustment of the profit on the circulation of 
nickel coin, but the remainder was due to tbe reduced coinage of rupees. ^Tlie 
latter cause accounted for a fall of 3 lakhs in the expenditure of the Mjnt, 
which formed the only considerable decrease under Imperial expenditure and

1 lakh each under Eefunds and Drawbacks and under Assignments and Com- 
pensations* Payments on account of grain compensation, local a^icJtrhnces 
and the Eoyal bonus contributed to the increase under a number of heads. 

The causes which affected the Imperial Land Eevenue receipts were 
mainly responsible for an improvement of 12^ lakhs under the same head 
Provincial revenue. Of other increases, the greatest w^ one of 2^ }dkhs 
under Excise, which was principally counterbalanced by a decline of | laklv " 
undQr Interest and by smaller decreases under Stamps, Assessed Taxes and 
Miscellaneous. In the case of Provincial as of Imperial expend! tur5 the 
Eoyal bonus and other allowances formed the most general items of increase, 
and contributed to tbe largest advance — that of 12| lakhs in the cost of the 
Police.^ The same items were common to the increases of 4| lakhs under Land 
Eevenue, l&hs under Jails and 2 Idkhs under Education in addition to specific 
causes in each case ; while an increase of Idkhs under the head Medical 
was chiefly the result of large grants towards hospitals and dispensaries and 
towards the sanitary schemea of Municipalities.

43. 'In the Piiesidenoy Circle the depression of trade was reflected in a Currency, 
s'bialler average monthly circulation of all denominations of notes except those % 
of.Bs. lO. Even the universal flve-rupee note did not maintain the increasing 
^popularity which it had obtained in recent years* Nevertheless, it continued to 
be in great demand, lor the payment of wages, and employers of labour took 
76 per cent- of the issues. Eeducting notes held in the Eevenue Treasury, the 
average monthly circulation of all notes feU by 132 lakhs or i2 per cent. 

Receipts of sovereigns from the public showed a large and issues a still larger 
decrease, the result being net receipts of 23 lakhs in place of net issues of 
119 lakhs during the previous ye'll. In the Karachi Circle the number of notes 
in circulation was fewer, but the total value rose by 53 lakhs, entirely on account 
of the much larger number of ten-thousand rupee notes in circulation. The 
recurring increase in this denomination is again explained by the extended use 
of telegraphic transfers which was necessitated by the tightness of the irwney • 
market. 


44. Except in the Southern Division, where the unsatisfactory season LandRevouue^ 
" resulted in a falling off in both the demand and the collections, the year on the 
whole was decidedly more favourable than 1907-1908 and permitted considerable 
progress to he made in the collection of arrears, while fresh suspensions and 
remissions were comparatively limited. Accordingly the final land revenue 
demand,* standing at 4|; orores, was larger by nearly 13 per cent, than in the 
previous year, suspensions being excluded in both cases. The collections showed 
a more than proportional improvement and rising by over 15 per cent* amounted 
to 94* per cent, of the demand, compared with a ratio of 92 per cent, in 1907-1908. 

The Central Division was responsible for 46 per cent of the arrears, while the 
Northern and Southern Divisions and Sind claimed 19, ] 3 and 22 per cent.

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Imperial revenue from opium. At the same.tUue thlre^ M^as a rise o per penj;, 
in the actual imporfs into Bomliay of opium on whicli exportation duties M 
been paid. There was, moreov^er, an expectation tbat^^tlie restriction 
raise the prices iu China just as it lowered tliem in Bombay, and this, oombia^d 
with the anxiety not to be excluded by the limit fixed for thp calendar year 1909, 
led to larger exports than usual during the first three montlis. The tot£d 
quantity shipped to China during 1908-1909 thus showed an Inofease of 22 per^ 
qpnt.* 

4f , There was a small decrease in the removals of both Bard^ra and sea 
salt, but tbe.only noticeable feature waa the growing popularity of the forpier 
in the Uni^ed Provinces, one cause of which is tobefoundiutheconvenienoa 
offered by the through traffic system, Bemovals to many other parts of India 
during the previous year had been much in excess of the demand, and we^ 
necessarily reduced during the year under review. Local merchants in the 
meanwhile were withholding removals in anticipation of a further reduction of 
duty. Owing to the adverse sea.mn the reserve atoq^t of Bar^gra salt again 
diminished, notwithstanding the new pahs which had been opened in the previous 

“year, •but an increase of 1 '^ lakhs of maunds iu manufactures of sea salt resulted 
in a considerably improved balance. The most satisfactory result of the year 
was the proof which it afforded of the benefit derived by customers from the 
reduction of duty, which had almo^.t everywhere been accompanied by an equal ^ 
or greater fall in price. Tue number of offences has similarly responded, andr 
during the year amounted only to half the figures of 1906-1907 . 

In Sind there waa an increase in production and a small decrease in salos. 

The exceptional monsoon caused some temporary dislocation of trado^and thff 
average rate of consumption was accordingly slightly leas. The average selling 
price again fell, providing further justification for the reduclion of duty and 
the abolition of the license system. 

Issues from the Arab Salt Works at Aden showed some reduction, but -there 
was a considerable increase in the quantity of salt exported by the Italian Salt 
Company. ^ 

48, The Excise revenue rose by 4^ Ukbs or 3 per cent., and amounting 
in all to 1^- crores exceeded the average of the preot^ding three yefirs by 
23 lakhs. Only in the case of toddy, opium and hemp drugs, however, was 
there any increase in consumjition. There was a marked decrease in the sales^ 
country spirit, and receipts from still head duty fell by 6 Ukha. The net increa& 
in the revenue from countrv spirit was ohieffy due to Che introduotion into 
nine more districts of the Contract Supply system. The district monopoly system 
now survives ordy in the Konkan, ^>8 a result, the receij)ts from license^fe^s in 
the auction districts increased by 9 I4khs. The experiment of managing two 
shops deparimentally throughout the year demonstrated that in 1907-19&S 
liquor had been sold in the private shops at a price far exceeding that allowed by 
the licenses. The iiuinber of liquor shois was furtler reduced during tbre year, 
but the decrease in consumption was chiefly due to other causes, principal among 
wbich^were the Sinvliast year, the enhancement of duty iu a few areas aud the 
high price of necessaries of life. The semi-politioal temperance agitation which 
marked the ''year had no appreciable effect beyond causing temporary local 
ffuctuations. The revenir^ from toddy showed a small decrease, hut the oonsu^p-,^ 
tion was largiey. ^ The increase where it ocouiTed is attributed to the high wages

An increase of 41 per cent, in the Ahkari ra venue of Adei? was principally Aden.

* 49. The realizations under the Act showed a comparatively small increase, cotton Duties 

The causes which have already been noticed as affecting the whole import trade 
of the Presidency, and especially that of cotton piece-goods, similarly influenced 

* the local production of woven goods, in whuh the advance was far from 
proportional to the continued increase in the number oP mills. The yam trail 
however, revived in response to a largar de ntnd from Ghinx, and the value of 
yarn exported to that country alvaaoal by nearly 2 ororas of rupees. 

' ^ 60. The contraction of trade resulted in a fall of ^ lakh in the realizations stjampe.

51* The flnal demand showed a decrease of lakhs or nearly 3 per cent., Income Tax. 
while the collections fell by more than a lakh or about 2 per cant. The 
decline was largely due to the reduced proflts of th^Mili Industry. There was a 
fall also in railway earnings, among whioli those of the Southern Maratha 
. Railway ^ere transferred to the Madras Presidency for purposes of taxitijn. 

62, There was a small increase in the receipts of District Funds, hut the Local Funds, 
charges again rose by 4^ lakhs and excee the i uomdede by 2| lakhs. The 

Recounts of each of the Bo fnnds were audited, and all were found solvent. The 
closiiig balance of Qantonment Funds showed a moderate decrease. The oauses 
* inentiojied in last year’s report again led -to an improvemmt in the inc >m 3 of the 
*Sbeam Boiler Inspection Fund. With one exception all Medical and Chartobla 
Funds have now been removed from the books of the Accountant Goner. iPs 
office. 

63. The vital statistics of the year afford satisfactory evidence of a return Birtisa and 
to normal conditions, the birth-rate being the highest and the* deati-f ate the 

lowest since 1900, while the former exceeded the latter for tiie third time within' 
the period. There was an increase of 40,t)d8 in the number of births recorded 
among the native popultStion, and the birth-rate per thousand rose from 3J'U3 
to 3o-72. The improvement was shared by every district except East Khdndesh 
^ and Sholdpur, and was accompanied' by a general decrease in the death-rate to 
wliioh TJldna, Bijapur, the Panch Mahals andKardohi formed thci only exceptions 
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ffbe total decrease in the number of deaths Tyas 10^3768, a^d the, net births n. 

^therefore rose fropi 3,927 in the^ previous year to*l6flj363 ip. the^year und<^. 

while the death-rate declijjed from 32'82^ to 27' hS , per r thousand 

compared with an average o/ 37’00 for the preceding years. The decreg^se ^ 

in mortality was chiefly clue to the abatement of plague, deaths from which fell 

from 93,609 to 27,345, the lowest figure since the oommenoer^ent of the epidemi^ ^ 

in 1897. There were fewer deaths from all other principal diseases 'With th& ^ 

excejjtion of small-pos, while the mortality from cholera fell from 7,656 tn 1,76& 

and is the smallest recorded for 20 years. In view of the continued dearness of t 

food-grains the returns again illustrate the fact that as an infltiencG * upon 

vital statistics prices are altogether subordinate to fluctuations in the chief^ 

epidemies, * 


limigration and 54. EuKgration from Bombay to South Africa still continues on the smail 
Immigration, Tfhich it was reduced by the colonial immigration laws. In addition, 

both Bombay and Karachi annually send out small contingents of artizaus to 
Mombasa, whence they return after three yeara^ service on the Uganda itailway. ^ 
Within the Pi^sidency there are no signs of any, permanent shifting of 
population, and only the usual periodical movements of labour mamfested 
themselves during the year. Such movements invariably hear a close relation 
tp the^oharacter of the season and possess great economic value; the tendency 
being for a good harvest to attract the necessary labour from outside, while a - 
bad season is followed by an exodus in search of work either in more favoured 
tracts or in large centres where labour is always in demand. It was largely an 
automatic adjustment of this character that saved Bijapur from the necessity of 
relief wbrks during the year. Similarly the poorness of the rahi crops in many 
parts of the Deccan released a large volume of labour for which the usual market 
was provided by the cotton factories in Khandesh, the sugarcane-crushing works 
in Poona, the Godaveri canal works and other Government and Railway ijnder- - 
takings in Nasik, the quarries in Kolaba and agricultural operations generally 
both within an^ without the Presidency. The large cotton-growing districts of 
Gujarat and in particular the ginning factories of Ahmedabad give employment 
chiefly to the inhabitants of the neighbouring Native States, and work on' "the 
canals in Sind similarly attracts immigrants from Kutch and Kdthiiiwdr. But p 
the most important outlet foi\labour is found in the mills and docks of Bqmbay 
City. These form a perennial resource from which the inhabitants of the Deccan 
and Konkan Districts within easy reach are , accustomed to aupplom^wat their 
agricultural earnings ; but in an unfavourable season such as that under review 
they absorbed even larger numbers than usual, while the Ratndgiri District 
once more sent nearly a quarter of its total population. 


55, With a net increase of 14 the number of medical mstitutions open at 
the end of the year stood at 718. Bxolfiding the figures of private non>aided'^^ 
instiiTutions and those which serve only special sections oP the public, the- 
number of patients showed a small increase, ' but remained considerably bahind 
the figures of 1906. In all, more than two million persons were treated during ^ 
the year. Practically one-third of the whole number were females, a consider- 
able advance cgmpared with the previous year when the proportion was 28 per 
cent. In-door patients as usual Pormed a very small minority, amounting, only to 
2^ per cent, of all the persons treated. In all parts of the Presidency malarial 
fevers were rnore prevalent than usuah There was a regrettable increase of 14 
per csntuM inJih^ number of cases of tubercular, diseases, principally in Sind, 
Gujardt and the Deccan. Jhe advance is partly due to more accurate diagnosis* 
but after allowing for this there is too much reason to believe that consunyition fa, 
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* attuaUy gainxag ground. There jv'as an increase of-2 lakhs in the total expendi- 
ture upon medical belief, ah^ thft proportion opvered by Government contVihu-

^ ,56. The^number of admissions was larger than in the previous yeai; but 

slightly less than the average of th^ triennium* • The total population of the 
a?|yjums showed a noignal increase. A rise of 1 Idkh in the total expenditure ^ 
vgas again chiefly attributable to the progress of new works. There is still over* 
crowding'in most asylums, but the pressure will he relieved by the completion 
of the new asylum which is now under construction at Yeravda. 


• 67. Sanitary progress continues to he delayed by want of funds both in Sanitation, 

towns and rural districts, and at any rate in the latter has to contend against a 
general indifference on tlie part of the population, Assisted, however, by Gov- 
ernment grants amounting to 5^ lakhs. District Municipalities devoted an 
expenditure of 17^ lakhs or 21 per cent, of their income to the improvement of 
water-supply, drainage and conservancy, while Local Boards assigned 3f l^khs 
er 6 per cent, of their income to similar ohjeota. The work of the Port Health 
OfiSoers, including the supervision of the Ked Sea Pilgrim traffic, continued to he 
performed satisfactorily. 


58. During the year there was an increase of nearly 13 per cent, in the Vacoination. 
np-Uiber of primary vaccinations and of 28 per cent, in the number oE re-vacdirta- * ^ 

tions. In both cases the ground lost during the two preceding years was more 
than regained. Upon the completion of the new buildings at the Belgaum 
• Vaccine Depot the use of preserved lymph will be extended to the whole of the 
Presidency including Sind, 


69. Although rinderpest was present in every district of the Presidency Veterinary, 
except ShoUpur, its virulence greatly diminishe(3, and the number of 
reported'deaths fell by nearly 16,000 compared with figures of the preceding 
year, or by over 20,000 compared with those of 1906-1907. The number of 
inoculations was proportionately less. An outbreak of the disease in Karachi 
during the year proved the comparative immunity of Sindhi cattle. 

60. The year was marked by a considerable advance in all branches of Education, 
educational work. Botli publLe and private institutions contributed to an 
inorea^ of 43,168 or 5 per cent, in the total number of pupils, which surpassed 
even the ssdvance recorded in the previous year. The abatement of plague, 
however, again afforded some automatic assistance, since scholastic work was less 
interrupted by epidemics of this disease. Of the whole number receiving 
i^truction 90 per cent, attended public institutions subject to Government 
mspeotion. Pemale education continued to make good progress, since, 
a-lthough forming only 15 per cent, of the total, the number of female pupils 
rtise by ^,377 or 9 per cent., a more than proportional increase. The year’s 
additions to the number of schools resulted in a reduced average of 16‘1 square 
miles* to each village with a school in British districts. There is still an open- 
iiJ^ for primary schools in some 1,650 villages, for the establishment of which 
further funds are yearly being provided. The total expenditure on education 
increased by 4^ lakhs, amounting in all to over a crore,-^ The ‘Government 
contribution was larger by over If lakhs and formed 46 per cent, of the total 
figure in British districts. Collegiate institutions showed better results d^uring 
the year, and in all the various Arts and Science Examinations there was a 
simultaneous rise both in the number of candidates and thd* percentage of 
jasses.^ Comparatively few, however, appeared forth# Science Examinations,

Secondary Ediy:!5fcion appears from a rise of 9 per ^ent. in thfi nunfber of pupils. 
'"The number of candidates fgr Matriculation increase/ by no less than IS per cent., 
but '^the results showed considerable deterioration. Ther^ was also a large 
increase in the number appearing for the School Jfinal Exaniinationj but hejje 
again th^ percentage of passes remained as low as 40.^ It is hoped4hat’!^he 
substitution of personal for local pny, by removing the necessity of^ teansf^r 
upon promotion, will effect a much needed improvement in the eflSciency of 
the teaching staff of secondary sclioois. Primary Education ^ absorbed an 
expenditure of 47i laths or 40 per cent, of the whole educational outlay.^ 
Tliei^ was an increase of 2 per cent, in the number of schools and of 6 per 
cent, in the total attendance. A substantial improvement was effected during 
the year in the position of assistant teachers by raising their minimum pay to 
Es. 9, and a special grant was assigned frum PrOYmcial funds for this purpose, 
Sind as before was the only division where Primary Education made no advance 
and more progress oaenot apparently be expected until the Mahomedans evindjg 
a greater apjoreoiation of its benefits. The Vernacular Pinal Examination 
attracted fewer candidates, but the perctntage of success was higher than in 
the previous year. Classes for aboriginal tribes and depressed classes showed 
their usual slow rate of progress, but an improvement is expected when the 
* plan of training boys of these classes to l^ecome masters begins to bear fruit* 
The various Training Colleges and Technical Schools continued to do useful 
work. Among these the Victoria Jubilee Technical Institute at Bombay 
further improved its equipment. A rise in the number of candidates for the " 
Londpn Chamber of Gommoroe Examination reflects the growing demand for 
Commercial Education, Everywhere the interest in games and gymnastic 
exercises is well maintained, hut the facilities for this branch of education 
often leave much to be desired. 
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61. With the additional buildings completed during the year the 
Keformatory now provides sufiQoient accotumodatiou for all present req^uirements. 
Is ot withstanding the prevalence of plague in the vicinity the health Of the 
hoys remained good- The increased number of escapes occurred prinoipaUy 
among boys serving out on license, i he good results of the system are 
apparent from the fact that 93 per cent, of the discharged boys cohceming 
whom iufoi'mation is available are now maintaining themselves by honest labour. 
A large number, however, remained untraoed. ^ 


Iiiteraturei 


Native Preasi 


62. The output of literature increased by about 47 per cent, and nearly 
equalled that of the year 1906-1907. Eeligion was the predominating subj^t 
and claimed no less than 23 per cent, both of the total publications and. of the 
year s increase. Poetry came next in importance with a proportion of 13 per 
cenb. Although no other subject could account for as much' as 6 per 'cent, of 
the Tolume of literature, there were marked increases in the number of ^jhiioa- 
tions upon Arts, History, Medicine, Philosophy and Politics. While the subject 
of Politics as such could only muster 20 publications, it engrossed much of the 
Poetiy produced and coloured much of the History ; and to its influence may no 
doubt he traced the'deoline in the more literary fields of Drama and Diction, 

63, Although the Extremist section of the Native Press succeeded in 
attractmg chief notice to itself during the year, it is fortunately not typical 
of ombay journalism as a whole. Besides a small but weighty group of loyal 
publications there exists <a large body of Congress or Moderate papers .whiph^ 
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though consistently in oppositiai to the presenrform of government, are not 
genuinely antigonistip io th'e methods of ’the Estremists. During t|e year 
the lepers d? this ’section gejjerally showed a willingness to dissnss questions iji * 
a reasonable spirit and seMom allowed their dissunt to degenerate into mere 
"*caJ)tiousness. Their appreciation of the Royal, Message, and of theschWeof 
Jndian Reforms was as unreserved' as their condemnation of the anarchical 
o£trag«s in Bengal ^as outspoken, and the principal enactments of ihe Supreme 
^Legialative Council found a considerable amount of support in their writings. 
The Extremist papers on the other hand were characterized by an even greater 
' determinatiqn than before to find a grievance in every public event. Their 
indiscriminate disapproval extended even to the proposed Constitutional Reforms, 
■of which they impugned alike the reality and the motives. In contrast to this 
attitude they found no difficulty iu attributing the purest motives to the perpe- 
trators of crimes in Bengal, and in their faint condemnation and, sympathetic 
excuses scarcely disguised their approbation of the crimes themselves, It is 
satisfactory, however, to observe that the consequent series of press prosecutions, 
’for which the year was remarkable, seems to have exercised a sobering influence, 
and that at the close of the year a more restrained tone wiis prevalent’ in 
journalism of this class. Another welcome feature o£ the year was the respect and 
appreciation which commonly distinguished any personal references in the Press 
to Their Excellencies Lord Minto and Sir George Clarke. 


64. The Elephanta Caves claimed first attention during the year, in AroiiBeoiogy. 
consequence of a great fall of rook which had occurred at the entrance in the 
course of the monsoon. In order to prevent a repetition of the collapse, it was 
* found necessary to strengthen the supports of the roof by re-bnilding nii^'siDg 
and damaged columns. Among other works of couservation the most important 
was the restoration of the great cornice of the Gol Gumbaz at Bijapur, which was 
carried to completion. Archmological investigations in R^ijpntana resulted in 
the discovery of an inscription of unusual interest, which was recovered through 
the exertions of Pandit Ganrishankar Ojha. The tablets, which have now been 
pieced together, contain a valuable account of the ancient history of Me war. 

In Sind the remains of a large Buddhist establishment were discovered near 
Mirpurkhas, and a closer exploration of the site is proposed, On the other 
hand further investigation of the Brdhmanahad remains proved that no more 
d,i8CoyBries of value were likely to result from their conservation.

The States of Kathiawar and North Gnjai'dtj firming the most 
important groupj lie mostly to the north of the Narbada and comprise an area move than 
twice ag large^ag that of all the remaining States. The South Gujarat States, which lie to the 
south of the Taptij are comparatively unimportant. The Mardtha states fall into four groups. 
The JS’orth* and South Konhan groups lie below the ghafca to the north and so-ith of Bombay 
respectively. The Deccan and Southern Mardjtha Country States are situated in the southern 
and eastern portions of the Decean plateau. The province of Sind contains one State The 
Settlement at Aden, including Perim, directly administered by the Government of Bombay, is 
also inclijjded' in this review.

respectively in the previous year. The cost of upkeep was Rs. 11,864 against Rs. 12^456.

6, The number of suits for disposal was 1,631, of which 1,590 were disposed of against^ 

1,194 during the preceding year. There were 622 applications for execution of decrees 
amounting to Rs. 46,598, all of which were disposed of. In 7 appeals and 13 applicalions for 
revision the judgments of the lower Courts were upheld in every case. Twenty-four estates of 
deceased persouB and 31 minora' estates were under the administration o^ the Court.

In addition, the District luapeotora, the temporary 
stafi of register writers, the District Survey office at Thdna and the Central Record office were 
engaged iti testing the work done, in correcting and preparing survey records, and in miscel- 
laneous work. The last-named office further assisted in preparing the Akarbande of the Dohad 
and KaloMalukiis and the revision papers of the Dohad Taluka.

The decrease is^ due to the fact that 
the three parties contained only 20 Tapaddrs against 29 in the preceding year. A further 
area of 4>U32 acres was measured by two surveyors working independently, bringing the total 
to C’5,920 acres.

In the Central Division, settlement proposals were submitted for the Nandurbdr 
Tdluka of the'- West Elhiindcsh District and for 4 alienated villages. Settlements were intro- 
duced during the year in 13 Government and inam villages in Sdtdra, Ndsik ^nd West 
Ehanrleshj anil resulted in an increase in the assessment of Es. 1^646. In the Southern 
Division second revision settlement proposals were submitted for the Eanebetmur and Bankd- 
pur Talukas of the Dharwdr DiEtrict and for the Parasgad Tdluka of the Belgaum District. 
Th'e original settlement report was submitted for the village of Gaokhddi in the Eatuagiri 
District, llevisecl rates were introduced during the year into the Talukas of Sindgi, Indi and 
Bagev^di in the Bi j^pur District and Haliyal in the Kdnara District, together resulting in a net 
increase of Es. 8,277 in the nssessment.

In the Ahmedabad District land measuiing 1,449 square yards and assessed at Es. 90|- 
was assigned to the Ahmedabad Municipality for a public garden. In the Daskroi Taluka 
an area of 4 acres 24 gunthaa assessed at Ks. IS aud in the S^nand Taluka an area cf 6 acres 
1 1 gunth^^s assessed at Es. SO^ were alienated for service useful to Government and to the 
community reBpectively, In addition, land revenue of Es.'57 was alienated for smaT pieces of 
land assigned for charitable purposes. Two areas aggregating 692 square jmrds were^assigned 
to the District Local Board in Broach for school const ruction. In Eatndgh-i an area of 
13 gunthas was granted revenue free to the Municipalities of Chi plan and Eafcnagiri for 
public purposes. The issue of sanads continued in Poona, aud 29 were disposed of leaving a 
balance of IIS pending. Oat of the balance of 15 sanads awaiting disposal in Sd.tdra 
10 remained pmdiug at the end of the year and their number was increased by 455 new sanads 
which were to be issued to Kadim Iu4mdars of Dumala villages in which Survey Settlements 
had been introduced. Five sanads for Eaul watans were issued in West Kh4ndesh, where thie 
balance ptridiug was 15, and the number awaiting disposal in Sholapiit was reduced by^ 1 to 54 
In Belgaum 11 sanads were issued and 27 remaioed pending, while the Scttlemeut-of 
cash allowances has been completed with the exception of 5 cases. No progress wa"s made in 
disposing of the balance in the Panch Mahals, East Khdndesh and Dharwar. In Hjcdejiabad 
an area of 12^701' acres 1 giintlia was resumed on account of 34 casualties among the grantees 
and 6,336 acres 16 guntlias were re-gran t^d. A similar cause accounted for the resumption^ of 
47 acres 34 gunthds in Larkdna. In Sukkur the alienated area was reduced by 172 acres on 
account of the Survey operations. In the same district a rise of Es. 8,661 in cash alienations 
was dpe to the extension of cultivation.

The object of Act No. I of 1908 ms to replace the register prescribed by section 5 of the 
OoverniHLeiit Occupants (Sind) Act, 1899, the preparation and maintenance of which were found 
to be attended with considerable difficulty, by a sauad as the authoritative documentary evidence 
of the grant and of the occupants title and also to validate occupancies already granted without 
compliance with the formal requirements of the Act. 

The main object of Act No. II of 1908 was to make it clear that Government are entitled 
to compensation for their reversionary interests in lauds held on sanadi and certain other 
ijenuies'when those land-:- are acquired for the Improvement Trust. 

. The main object of Act No. I of 1909 was to validate the action taken by the Commissioner 
in Sind^in oidering the removal of cartaiu members of a criminal tribe called the Hurs from the 
Settlements to which they were originally removed to other Settlements.

A rise Ks, 71,559 io ^he Northern Division fell chieliy under receipts from 
manicipal'property, gf^iats and contributions for educational and medical purposes and mis- 
cellaneous items, while ''’Jiere was a decrease under municipal rates and taxes. lathe Central 
Division thh receipts improved by Rs. 2,78,282^ principally on account of grants ajid ooutribu- 
g ^,^t ions by Government and receipts from octroi and municipal rates and taxes. The same items 
^ chiefly* acHounted for an increase of Rs. in the Southern Division and of Rs. 97,362 in 

Sind. Items under the'head Extraordinary and Debt aggregated Rs, 10,30,562, bi'in^'ing the 
lotal receipts to Rs. 81,51,614, A decrease of 4| Mkhs under this head in Sind was explained 
by the loans raised and the sinking funds realized by the Karachi Municipality in the pr^;- 
^ ceding year. The aggregate income from taxation was Rs. 4 6,11,0 17, showing a net increase of 
^ Rs. 9Gj 047. The only decrease was in the Northern Division. The incidence of taxation was 
highest in Karachi (Es. 7-0-9) and lowest in Ashta (Re. 0-3-4), and the incldetice of income 
Was highest in Pandharpur (Rs. 13-4-0) and least in fankanmardi (Re. 0-7-6). 


3. The aggregate expenditui'e rose by Rs. 5,89,285 to Rs. 79,70,523* An increase of E^iEndifctire. 
Rs. 2,83^871 in the Northern Division was chiefly distributed among the beads of Eire, Water- 
supply, Conservancy, Public Works and Extraordinary and Debt, In the Central Division 
Water-supply, Plague measures and Roads were responsible for an increase of Rs. 1,37,255. The 
Southern Division showed an inorease of Rs, 39,008 to which Eire, Lighting charges. Water? 
supply. Conservancy and Roads principally contributed, A larger outlay ♦up on Lighting, 
Water-supply, Conservancy, Hospitals, Roads, Schools and Colleges accounted for an advance 
of Rs, 1,29,151 in municipal expenditure in Sind. The closing balances of the niunieipalitieB 
amounted to Rs. 39,47,885 against Rs. 37,26,046 at the end of the previous year. 


4. The Surat Municipality incurred heavy expenditure in improving its water-WG*^ Impoi-tant works, 
tn the Central Division new water-works and improvements to drainage were in progress at 
Pandharpm‘. A dispensary building was constructed at Sindkheda, a municipal office build- 
ing and a public library at Erando], and a beef market and a slaughter-yard at Mdlegaon. 

^ Works oarried out in the Bouthern Division included a kei'osine oil dop6t at Belgaum, a 
mutton market at Nipani and a vegetable market at Gadag. Special repairs were executed to 
\he sources of water-supply at Athani, Bijhpui and M^theran. In Sind the most important 
works were the improvement of the water service in the Lyari quarter of the Karachi town ; 
the construction of the epidemic diseases hospital and the Motiram S. Advani School in KaiAoM 
and of the new municipal office in Jacobabad ; and the provision of open drains in the town 
of Garhi^Yasin. Steady progress continued to be made with the drainage works in Karachi, 

6. The municipaliljy of Ahmedabad raised a new loan of Rs. 10,500 and that of Surat a Debb. 
loan of Rs. 1,00,000. During the year the former municipality repaid Rs. 81,104 and the latter 
Rs, 32,000. The total repayments made during the year by munieipalitiGS in the Northern 
Division amounted to Rs. 1,25,578, and the net total liabilities on account of loans amounted 
to Rg. 24,90,017. In the Central Division the repayments and net liabilities were Rs. 80,283 
and Rs. ^,84^965 respectively, and in the Southern Division the corresponding figures were 
Eg. 17,065 and Rs. 2,28,503. In Sind the Karachi Municipality redeemed 57 debentures of 
the loan« of 1884, 1904 and 1907 of the value of Rs. 500 each, and the Sukkur Municipality 
redeemed 46 dehentres of the value of Rs. 500 each.

Bombay Act II of 1908 amending the City of Bombay Improvement Act IV of 1898 Acquisition of Land,

in'^the compensation. The number of cases disposed of during the year was 286, involving 
aggregate awards of 42- 7 7 14-khs against 153 and 11*64 lAkhs in the previous year. Of the 
285 cases, 33 mvolving 31*56 14khs were settled amicably and 252 involving 11*21 Idkhs 
were contested. There were 55 references to the Tribunal of Appeal, of which 47 were 
disposed of. The Collector's awards were upheld in 4 out of 5 contested cases and the remain- 
ing 42 were settled, dismissed or withdrawn. Two appeals were decided by the High Court,

The experimental work camied on during the year by the Department of Agriculture 
related to cotton, wheat, ]ow4ri^ bajri, tur and other pulses, groundnuts, castor, til, etc*, and 
included a number of varietal tests of indigenous and exotic crojjs, while attention was paid tb 
selection j culture and manures

The varieties of cotton grown during the year comprised American, Cambodia, tree cottons, 
indigenous cottons and hybrid cottons. American varieties were tried for the first time in the 
congenial locality of G,adag, and in spite of an unfavourable season gave a moderate outturn 
and were immune from the red leaf blight which usually affects them. Cambodia anch 
tree cottons were grown at Dbdrwdr and Surat, and yielded encouraging results. Efforts are 
being made at Dh4rwar to improve the indigenous Kumpta Cotton by sdeotion alone, but 
against the success as regards quality must be set a fall in ginning percentage. A similar^ 
deterioration has been observed in the selected Broach cotton grown on the same farm, although 
the best unselected Broach proved superior to any other variety. At Surat selection of hybridr 
cottons was continued, but their instability has not yet been overcome. Investigations on the 
subject of Mendelism were continued both at Dharwdr and Surat, but the results are hardly 
convincing as yet. In the neighbourhood of Surat 1,500 lbs. of hybrid seed were distributed, 
and the growers obtained prices higher by 7 per cent, than for ordinary cotton.

Wheat received attention at the Manjri, Dhirwdr, Dhulia, NadiM and DoMd farms. 
The work done included collection of samples and analysis of produce in pursuance of a general 
survey of Bombay wheats; selection with the object of improving the yield par acre, which at 
present compares very badly with that obtained in England; and trial of new wheats .^both of 
Indian and foreign origin. The experiments indicate that some of the latter will be well 
worth substituting for deshi varieties. .p 

Potatoes. 

A number of European varieties of potato were imported and grown at !^elgaurp and 
Dharw4r with the object of ascertaining whether the Italian seed commonly used is best for 
the purpose. Tbe results indicated that the latter may in the future be superseded, but insect 
attacks and rot have first to be overcome. 


Tapioca^ rt 

Experiments in tapioca were extended to all farms in the Presidency proper, as this crop^ 
has the reputation of providing a cheap famine food in years of scarcity. The yeai'% results, ... 
hoT^ver, seem to show too small a yield per acre to be profitable, but experiments are to be 
repeated. ♦ ^ .r

Other Ensperiments.

Many other important crops were subjected to selection and comparison of varieties. 
Experiments were conducted at Surat to test the comparative value of deep and shallow 
cultivation, and so far indicate that the former is beneficial for jowdr and tbe latter for cotton^ 
Important results were obtained at Dohdd by the application of dry farming to gram. 
Among manurial experiments, those upon rice at Londvla have shown several substitutes to be 
as efficient as rdb, the value of which proceeds not from the ash§s but the heat. In addition, 
experiments were made in stations, irrigation and well-boring, and oil-engines ‘ were tried for 
water-lifting and cane-crushing. Investigations continued at the Ganeshkhind and Bassein 
Botanical gardens, and the Agricultural Chemist carried on analytical and research work at the 
Poona Agricultural College. ""

The increase in the amount granted under Act XII of iSS-t was prastjcally conRnecl to 
Grujdrat, the Deccan and Sind. Loans were largely required to‘ replace the losses of cattle 
due to past years of scarcity. The expansion of oultiYation which attended a move favourable 
year^also necessitated an increase in agricultural stock. In Kardehi tagari was given in order 
to relieve the distress caused by losses of crops and damage to property by floods. Elsewhere 
in Sind the good inundation tended to encourage the purchase of seed and cattle in order to 
extend cultivation. In the Konkan^ however^ the favourable season resulted in a reduced 
demand forloana. Generally there is evidence that -the Deccan Agriciilturists' Belief Act 
and the system of restricted tenure by reducing the credit obtainable with savkiirs are favouring 
an incrcasgd resort to tagavi.

The Sgures of the last quinquennial census of agricultural stock were given in the report 
for the year 19^15-1906. The following census, however, has been anticipated under the or* I e is 
of Gov^rnmentj and further statistics will therefore appear in the nest annual report. D'lring 
-V the year under review rinderpeat, which had been severe during the two previous years, showed 
a considerable abatement and the reported deaths from this disease numbered less than 5,000 
against 20,000 during the year 19 07-19 Oy. Kdnara was again the most affected district, 

Broach standing next on the list, while East Khaodesh, Nfasik, Nagar, Batuagiri and S^rat 
^ere practically free, bholapur alone was entirely free from the disease.

Local Board maintains 8 stock bulla, Kaira 5, and Surat, West Khd-ndesh and Ahtnednagar 
one each. In Ahmednagar 87 bulls have been procured for the use of the people of the 
district under the recently introduced system of takdri. 

2, The ISTorbhcote Cattle Barra, Chharodi, continued under the supervision of. the BuU-reiu’hig anrl 

Superintendent, Civil Veterinary Department. The object of the Farm is to facilitate the fwing ftnd 

maintenance of pure-bred stock in Gujardt. During the year the herd increased from 293 to 

3S0, and 63 animals were sold. 

3. In the '^non-selected districts, in which horse-breeding is .conducted by the thvil Horac-braciling. 
Veterinary^ Department with the object of supplying the needs of the people only, 20 stallions

2. Inadilition to the annual shows at Mhaswad and Slnldpur, new shows we-.-e organized 
bv the 'Agricultural Associations at Dharwdr, Panvel and Shrigonda: The^ Ahmedabid and 
Ahmedndgar cattle shows were also revived. At Mhaswad the number of entries tell from 
/IS! to 292, and at Sholapur it rose from 221 to 350, At each of these shows a sura of Rs 700 
wa^awarcled in prizes, in addition to silver medals. Among the other shows that at Ahmcdnagair 
•promised well It received a subsidy of Rs. 1,500 from Government, aiicl^Es. 695 were given 
in prices. Ill Sind, cattle fairs were held at Jacobabad, Sliihs.rpnr and lalhar. The .aggre- 
gate numbsr of entries was 928, and Rs. 1,202 were given in prizes, against 1,198 entries and^ 
iis.

2 - Weather and Crops. 

1. — Meteorological Department oe Western India. 

1. ThereVere 2 second class and 22 third class observatories, against 4 and 20 rospcctively 
in the previous yeavj thoise o£ Karachi and Jamnagar having heen reduced in status to the 
third class ditring the year. 

2. Breaks in the observations occurred at Mount Abu, Belgaum and Ahmedabad. The 
Daily Weather Report was published as usual. In the case of lj069 vessels which ‘aiTived b 
port extracts from the logs were made and the barometers compared. 

2.— Note on the Weather tn tee Bombay Presidency tor 1908-1009. ^ 

1. The chief features were (1) the late arrival of the monsoon and its slow extension 

inland, (2) its strength during July and August, (3) its subsequent deficieney and early with- 
drawal, and (4) the scantiness of rainfall during the cold-weatlier period. ^ 

2, The monsoon first reached the Konkan on the ISth. June, and with its advance caused 
a good burst of rain in Dujarat and Kd.thiaw^i', but it was not until its second advance at the 
beginning of July that monsoon conditions were established. The rainfall lor Jimo *was 
accordingly in defect. Prom the 7th July to the 4th September the current was stronger 
than usual. In Sind the rainfall during July was fig much as 24S per cent in excess. During 
September rain was irregularly distributed being chiefly associated with depressions. It was 
normal in the Deccan but in defect in the Konkan while Sind received none at all. In general, 
although the rainfall for June and September was below nonnal, that for the whole monsoon 
season equalled or exceeded the average owing to its unusual vigour in the two interaediate 
months.

Prom October to December during tlie retreat of the south-west monsoon tho current 
was very feeble, and tlie conditions at the end of October approximated more nearly to those 
of December. The rainfall for the period was in defect everywhere, the diff<5rencB reii-chiug 
lUO per cent, in Grujarat.

The south-west monsoon rains appeared to have commenced regularly from the l2tir 
June and ended on the 24th September, The total fall for the year amounted "to 53^ 3-i 
inches being 21'84 below the normal of the 24 jCars, 1873 to 1896. June received a falij of 
lb*19 inches, July 21*13, August 9 67 and September ^'‘71 against the rcspectiVis averages 
of 20‘16, 2o’34j 14*21 and H‘66 inches. October received a fall of 0*62 inch. ^ ^ 

The mean temperature for the year under report was 78°'9 being 0^*5 below th 
normal of the 24 years, January was an abnormally cold month, its mean temperature lyung 
2^'l below the norm ah The mean temperature of the romaiuing mouths was within 2"" of the 
normal of the season. The highest mean daily temperatru’e recorded was 87^'0 \n the lOtii 
Junc^nd the lowe.st 67®'6 ou tlie 12th January- The highest hourly temperature recorded 
was on the 14th April and the lowest 62‘^'4 on the 12th January, '

^ The early rains commencing in the second week of June were insufficient to start general 
rowings except in the west. In Jnly and August rain w^as contmuons in Gujanit, the Konkan 
0,11(1 the?West Deccan and excessive in r:ome parts^ especially in Gujarat. In some places 
cijifcural gperations were prevented and re-sowinir became necessary. In the (fast Deccan 
TbowQver; stnd over most of the Soiithern Mardtha Gonntry these rains w-ere much in defect; and 
sowings were restricted while those made suSered f:om want of moisture Gseept in Favoiied 
situa''il?ns. Late rains failed in Upper Gujavrifc and wer-^ moderate in Lower Gujarat; but

On the 
whole the condition of crops in Upper (Uijardt was fair to moderate, in Lower G'ujavc'ifc fair to 
good, ill Koniian and West Deccan good, in East Deccan moderate and in the Southorn Mariltha 
Country fair to poor. ^ 

In bind the favourable inundation and good rainfall resulted in a considerable extension of 
the cultivated area; hat iJio exceptionally h-.-a- y rainfall destroyed or damage! the early crops 
iB.^soinoJow-lying tracfTfe ; while the late crojs suffered fim'iii frost.

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8. — Locusts, « ^ n 

Only the h^andurLdr Tdluka in West Kbdndesh was visited hy locusts during the year, 
and no appreciable damage was sustained. An unidentified species of grass -hopper, however, 
caused extensive damage to cereals in a few villages of the Farasgad Tdluka in the Felgauin^ 
District, In one village the crops were entirely destroyed^ and the pest has since spread# 
The rice in the vicinity of Belgaum and jo ward in the eastern villages of the Karajgi and 
B^nebennnr Talukas of the Dharwar District were also damaged hy various species of grass- 
hoppers. 

9. “-P-Rices. 

The prices o£ food-grains fluctuated slightly in some localities but in general maintained 
the high rates of the previous year, remaining considerably above the normal. An advance was 
most marked in the Karn^tak, while in Sind there was a small but general fall. The average 
quantity of jowdri and bajri purchaseable per rupee was less by 2 seers in the JCarnatak, It 
was more by 1 seer in the case of jowdri in the Deccan and of bajri in Sind, Elsewhere the prices 
of jowi^riand bajri were almost identical with those of the previous year in spite of a better season. 
The cause is probably to be found in the depletion of etook. Rice in the Karndtak eofcl dearer 
by J to 7 seer. Elsewhere in the Presidency Proper it was obcaper by seer and in Sind by 
1 to 2 seers. Wheat bad suEered through the absence of laLe rains in the Presidency ancf^hroug'li 
frost in Sind, and its price rose everywhere except in the South Deccan. The crop of gram was 
better than in the preceding year but the price rose by ^ to 1;^ seers in the Presidency Prox^er 
and by 1 to 2 J seers in Sind. The price of jdgri fell slightly in the South Deccan and'^X^^.rts 
of Siudj but elsewhere was dearer than in the previous year. The outturn of cottou was better 
by 16 percent, tbanin the preceding year and 21 percent, above the average. While, liowevei’i 
the price of the Broach variety remained stationary that of Dhai’wdr cottou advanced by 4'1 
per cent, and of Khdndesh 12‘12 per cent., indicating a greater demand for the short-stapled^ 
variety which rejiresents nearly | of the whole outturn „

^ Wages during the year showed no tendency to fall, and while a majority of districts 
luaintaiued the high rates which were reached in the previous year there were many in ^Sich 
a further advance was recorded. The wages of both skilled and unskilled labour rose in the 
Faucb Mahals, ISTdaik, Sholdpur and Karachi; those of unskilled labour alone advanced nn 
Broach, Ahmednagar, Bel gaum, Ratn%m andSukkur; while unskilled labour' was dearer in 
Ahmed abadj Sdtd,i'a and -A. fall in the average wages of skilled labour occirrred in the 

Poona District, but both sorts were dearer in the vicinity of Poona itself and the sugarcane- 
growing areas. Similarly a reduced average for unskilled labour in Llatn^giri was due only 
to local variations, and in many parts of the district labour was more expensive on account of the 
demand in Bombay. Again a fall iu the wages of both kiud^ in Nagar City did not extend 
to the f^luk^s. There were no other cases of decrease. ^Ihe causes of the rise in some districts 
and the repetition of very high rates in others were generally the same as m the previous year, 
the demand for labour in factoriesj mills and mines and the high prices of food-grains. 
The forme^ cause is largely responsible % a dearth of agricultural labour which was especial

* * 5. Mines and Quarries. 

The minerals principally espioited are gold and manganese. Gold mining is limited to the 
Dharw4r District, where the year's working was very uufavourable. The Dharwdr Eeofe Company 
raised only 7,242-2 ounces of gold, valued at Rs. 4,07,374. The set-back received has necessitated 
strict economy and the mining population has been rerluced. With the exception of the Panch 
Mahals, where the Shivrajpur and Ramankua Mines continued work on an extensive scale 
manganese mining is confined to the Southern Division, Owing to the dulness of the market 
little wosdi was done anywhere under the prospecting licenses in force, and the period of many 
of these '’had to be extended. A third mining lease was sanctioned by Government in the 
Belganm Di^tiict, and sanction has been recommended for another in the Veno-urla Tdluka of 
the Ratn4gm‘ District where it is expected to open up a new industry. In the latter district 
3 prospecting and 2 exploring licenses were issued for graphite copper, the precious metals, 
mica, ooal and chrome. In Rijapur 2 prospecting licenses were granted for asbestos and 1 for 
coal. Eight prospecting and 5 exploring licenses for manganese were issued in the Belgaum, 
Eij4pnr and Kanara Districts, but in the last named it is doubtful whether the quality of ore 
^ill^ ever repay working. In the Dharwar District there is now no demand for licenses or 
mining teases, the mining ventures up to date having proved unsuccessful. Quarrying conti- 
niMjl during the year principally in the Kaira, Surat, Thana, Kolaba and Karachi Districts. 

* ^ 6. Manufactures and Industries. 

Few of tlie 58 cottoa spinning and weaving mills in Alimedabad worked at a profit, and 
maily were closed or contmned on a reduced scale, tlie stocks proving unsaleable, while cotton 
was only procurable at excessive prices. Tbe case was similar in otbev districts of the Northern 
Division. In West Khandesli the factory-owners combined to maintain a uniform rate of 
charges and only a sufficient number of factories to supply local wants were kept open the 
profits being shared by the members of the combine. Thirteen factories thus remained closed 
during the year. In Nasik 4 oipt of the 6 ginning factories did no work, and -that in Satara 
worked for less than a (puarter of the year. On the other hand the gins and presses in Eiilpur 
and DhSi'wdr enjoyed a fairly good season. In Belganm, the Gokak Water Power and Manu- 
facturing Company conetruebed an important cotton ginning factory at Saundatti and another 
was being oontemplateiat Gok4fc. - The dairy-industry, in-'Ahmedahad has been condemned for 
It? insanitary conditions and shows no improvement. That iu.Kaira is both extensive anl

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Di9!r:M™TiON. prosperous. Tlie brick factories at Bulsdr iu Surat sutoed from a diministocl. demmd in. 
t Bombay, but those on the Kalysiu creek in Th^na were in a Tery risking oondition. The 

tile factory in Kanara continued its output at the game rate as previously. The lim^^anu- r 
^ facturkig indusfciy in Th^iia suffered from a great falf in'pjpoeSj bat production^epntinued on a 
large scale. In the same dietricft there was a great boom in the timber trade .and forest ooupes 
fetchfd abnormal prices. A coneiderable metal-breakiilg industry has established itself alo^^g 
the railway line between Kalyan and Th^ina. The TsUm Match Paotday in Ahmedabad wag 
handicapped by the fact that railway rates favoured the imported bonus-fed Japanese matcJiQs. 
New matcl^ factories were opened in Sd-tdra and Belgauna but suffered from foreign competition ^ 

, in common with the only match factory in Dhdrwtlr which continued workingl Tl^e hand- 
weiivin^ iuduetry did not make appreciable progress and was affected by the Sinhv^tst and the 
trade depression. The District Local Board weaving class in Belgaum had only trained 
23 pupils in all up to the end of the year^ with little resultant progress in the adoption of new 
Methods. A proposal Was under consideration to send 10 weavers to Bombay to lef).rn the use of 
the ^^Ivation Army pattern of loom. A factory started with these looras in Poona proved*^ 
irti successful owing to bad management. Many improved looms were employed in Shol?ipur by 
the weavers' guild;, which continued to work with great success. The Mission Hug and Carpet 
Pactory at N agar showed a steady increase in output. In Poona the manufacture of mats 
^ from aloe fibre under the direction of the Sirur Mission was progressing wellj but the 'aloe iibre 
&ctory in Dharwar was not working during the year. Besides producing a numbeiirof small 
industries in Poona the swaddsM movement was responsible for an increased output from the 
Poona Svvadeshi Weaving Mill, while that from the Poona Cotton and Silk Mill showed^ 
^echne. In the same district the Deccan Brewery at Dapuri enjoyed a successful year, and the 
sugarcane in dusjjpy in Phimthadi Tdluka^ which receivee financial aseistance from G-overnment^ 
continued its operations on a large scale. The ShoJapur metal works did good busiuess during 
the year, while at Ndsik the demand created by the Sinhvast fair entirely exhausted the 
supply of the locally manufactured copper and brass pots. The manufacture of salt continued 
m the several salt-works on the coasts chief among which are those of Th^na, which rival in 
importance even the timber trade of that district.

1. The total foreign trade declined, by 13*4 per cent, to 105*14 crores. Imports of ^jenaral. 
merchandise fell to 40*40 crores, the decrease of 9*8 per cent, being chieiiy under Artieles 
Mannfacfmred and Tartly Maiiufaetured, which represent 43 per cent, of the total imports and 
showed a decline of 4*83 orores. Exports of Indian merchandise amounted to 39 '79 crores, a 

fall of 18’3 per cent., for which Raw Materials, representing 55 per cent, of the total exports, 
w^re chiefly responsible with a decrease of 6*7rf crores. The actual variations in the volume of 
trade, however, are not directly proportioual to the fliuctuations in recorded values. Although 
a rise occurred in the prices of Sugar ^ Iron, Aniline Dyes, Kerosim Oil, Grey and ’White Fiece- 
goods and Silk Piece-goods among imports, the range of prices was generally lower than in the 
plfecediug year. Calculated on last yearns average prices the value of imports shows a decline 
of .^'46 crores instead of 4*39 crores. On the other hand arise in the prices of Grain and 
Fulse, Atanganese Ore, Jiinzeed^ Raye-seed, Cottonseed and White Piece-goods has added 
» 5 Idkhs to the recorded value of exports during the year under review. 

2. The most important imports were Colton Manufactures (8*14 crores), Metals I^vorbs. 
(4‘21 crores). Railway Plant and Rolling Stock (3*1S crores), Sugar (2*95 crores), Machinery 

and MillworJc (2*54 crores), and Silh Manufactures (1*48 crores). Imports of Horses further 
declined by 1,131 or 33 per cent, in number and by over 6j I4khs in value, being affected by 
the extended use of Electric Trams and Motor-cars. While Articles of Food and Prinh, 
totalling 5*82 crores, showed an iucrease of 21 lakhs, there was a fall in every sub-head except 
Grain and Pulse, under which the increase was 45 lakhs. Rice (30 lakhs) and 'Wheat and 
Wheat Flour (28^ lakhs) being the principal imports. Metals and Manufaciures of Metals 
advanced by half a crore, amounting to nearly 11 erores, the largest figure in the decade. 

The increase was contributed by Railway Materials (69 J Mkhs) and Aletals (42^ lAkhs), while 
MacHnerf/^id[\ by 39A lakhs and Jlardmare and Cutlery by 21^ lakhs. The shares of the 
'United Kingdom under these four suh-heads were respectively 96, 54, 93 and 63:| per cent. 

Mineral Oils advanced by 27 per cent., including a rise of 38 per cent, in Kerosine, of which 
nevertheless the imports from Bussia ^vere with one exception the lowest in the decade. . Raw 
^ Materials show little decrease with a total of 3'48 crores. While the sub-heads Cotton, Jewellery 
and Silk declined, Foreign Coal advanced by 20 lAkhe. The increase was confined to imports from 
Australia and Hatal, the share of the United Kingdom in the total being 56 per cent. Under 
Articles Manufactured and Partly Manufactured the decline of 4>*86 crores was chiefly share 1 
8y CoUon Piece-goods (3*52 crores), the demand for which was affected by the preceding bad 
LalveSt, the high iirices of food-grains and the absence of marriages daring the Hindu Sinvhast 
year?*' Silk'Manufaciufes, however, reached a record figure with an increase of 5*41 Ihkhs, the 
sub-head Yam and Warps having advance^ by 15 Idkhs, or 70 per cent., owing to th^ 
compfti^n of China and Jhpan in this trade.

On the first floor are the Savings Bank and the Correspondence and 
Accounts Departments, while on the second floor are the Postmaster General’s offices, the Dead 
Letter ofl&ces and a suite of residential quarters for the Presidency Postmaster. The building is 
fitted throughout with electric light, fans and lifts, the latter being of two classes : one set 
suitable for passenger traffic, and the other, working in duplicate, being specially constructed'^ 
for dealing with heavy parcels and letter bags. lAiring the year under review, the Parcel 
Department and Basement have been completed and occupied and are giving entire satisfaction 
both to the public and to the postal branch concerned. The new combined Post and Telegraplf 
office at Jalgaon has been practically completed. This building is a great improvement ou thg 
ordinary mofussil Post Offices. _ The different branches are arranged round a hall, fitted with 
counters, at which the public having business with the different departments are served.

• BUodents^ ^iostel incOTmectioii with the Grant Medical College^ Bombay . — This biiildiniT, 
^bioh forms three sides o£ a quadrangle, consists of three storeys with front and rear yeraiidabs 
and will afford accommodation for 240 students, 2 Tutors and 6 Fellows besides having a 
large common room on each floor. Cook rooms and dining rooms are provided in separate 
htiildinga at the rear of the Hostel forBiahman, Hindu and Mahomedan students. A two- 
^oried building, containing 24 servants quarters, has also been provided at the jear of the 
Hostel. 


Mature Theatre m connection with the G. M, College^ Bomhag . — The new Lecture 
Theatre consists of two floors. The ground floor cnntains rooms for the Professors of Anatomy 
and Pbysioloi'y, students^ rooms and a large hall to aocommodatB 500 students. Th'^ first 
floor* contains a Professor's waiting room, and various subsidiary rooms. The building is 
provided with a handsome porch and is connected by a covered way to the Anatomy School- 

Bh^sics Class roo??i in connection with the Grant Medical College ^ Botn^ag , — In the 
Practical Physics Glass room of this College, benches, a Lecture Rostrum, Demonstration Tables, 
cane-seated stools, black boards, etc,, were provided, gas and water fittings were supplied and 
the drainage arrangements were completed. 

Yeterinafy College at Parel . — ‘This College, which is a model of its kind, was opened by 
the*Honoura'&le Mr. J. L. Jenkins, C.y.I., I. C. S., Member of Council. It contains a museum 
*xoom, a Lecture Theatre, PrincipaVa room. Library, Class rooms, Chemical Laboratory, etc. In 
-connection with this College, a Students' Hostel, with outhouses, has been provided, which gives 
acOtJinniodation to 76 students and contains a large common room. 


Chemical Laboratory , Wilson College^ at Chaupdiij Bombay (Deposit contribution). — As 
the accommodation in the Chemical Laboratory was found to b:? inadequate to the require- 
* mentH of the College, an addition was made on the east side. The extended portion, which 
has been provided with all the latest improvements in the way of Laboratory fittings, is well 
ventilated and lighted and is provided with tile-floors,

Adding a floor to the Main Building of the Wilson College at Ghaupdhi Bombay (Deposit 
contribution"'. —To provide increased accommodation an extra storey was added throughout the 
length of the buildings. That is to say, a second floor was constructed over the class looms on 
both sides and a third floor over the Superintendent's quarters in the centre. A gallery was also 
provided on the ind floor in the Examination Hall. The appearanoe of the bcildiug remains 
practically uualtered with the exception that the central turret has been removed. 

College of Science ^ Poona* — A two-sfcorie I block was added to the south-east corner of the 
‘main buildiifea. This block, which is in keeping with the existing building, contains a private 
laboratory, a preparation room and a Physic il Lecture Hall on the ground floor, and a Private* 
room and a rooimfor Physical apparatus on the first floor. 

New* CJiemutry and Geology Building^ Poona. — This is a donble-st cried building with 
^ Practical Chemistry Halh a Geological Museum and Balance room on the ground floor, and 
a Gtological Laboratory on the first floor. 


Agricnltuial College and Besearch Institute Buildings^ Poona . — The main building 
coneiats of t^vo Gtoreys. of which the ground floor contains a large Entrance Hall, the Mycology 
Department with Lecture Theatre, Laboratory and Professor's room and the v eteriaary 
Depaflment VMth its Lecture Theatre, Laboratory and Museum. On the first floor is the 
Entomology Section with Lecture Theatre, Laboratory, etc., the Botany Department with* 
its LiiU^r^ory and Herbarium and the General Library.

Half of the 
estimated cost of the work has been contributed by Mr. Cljinubhai Madhavlal, C-I.E., and the 
building h named after his grandfather, the late Honourable Mr. Ranchhodlal Ohhotalal, 
dhe foundation stone of the building was laid by His Excellency the Governor , 0 u the 29tli 
January 1908. 

Female Normal School at Dlidriodr, — This institution has now been raised to the standard 
of a College for women. It contains accommodation for 20 resident students, 2 Mistresses and 
one Lady Superintendent and is one of the best equipped in. the Presidency.

The installation of electric lights, lifts and fans in His Majesty'’ s High Court, Bombay, 
was carried out. It consists of 800 lights, 130 fans and 2 Way-good lifts. As a protection 
against fire, the High Court was fitted with twenty -four hydrants fed from 8 cisterns each, 
having a capacity of 1,500 gallons. Five under-ground hydi'auts were in addition provided in 
the grounds for imni'idiate use, in case of need, by the Eire Brigade. Electric lights and fans 
were installed in the Esplanade Police Court Building, Bombay. The building for the Coroner^ 
00014} and i'athological and Police Surgeou^s Laboratories in connection with the public Morgue 
and Hospital Mortuaries in the Sir J. J. Hospital, Bombay, was in progress. ^ On the ground^ 
ffoor it contains the Oorouer's Court and Jury room. Police Surgeon'’s Laboratory, and a Post 
Mortem room- The first floor contains two Pathological Laboi'atories, one Private Laboratory, 
and a lavaLoiy for the use of the Professor.

6^ X 10^ have been temporarily fixed and it is hoped to store water this monsoon up to R., L. 
140, full supply being R. L. 167. The capacity of the reservoir up to R. L, 140 is 539-

This is not an Irrigation Districtj but for convenience of work, the construction of masonry 
■^orks of the Ojhar Right Bank Canal was entrusted to the Executive Engineer, Ahmedna^^ar 
District. This canal, of which the earthwork was carried out in recent famines, forms part 
of the Pravm-a Project lately sanctioned Hy the Secretary of State for India. The main features 
0^ this large project are the construction p£ a masomy dam 250 feet high at Bhandardara 
situated on the G-haut district of the Ahmed nagar Collectorate, the raising of the existing low 
w8ir at Ojhar and providing sluices in it for the Right Bank Canal, the widening and extension 
of the existing Left Bank Canal and the completion of the Right Bank Canal The estimated 
cost of this project is Rs. 86,44,8^?! including indirect charges, and the canals are estimated to 
irrigate an area of 49,440 acres. 

-•Punds were not sufficient to make a satisfactory start on the whole project and the limited 
amount available is being spent on providing masonry works for the Right .Bank Canal and 
bringing a portion into use for monsoon irrigation as soon as possible, About 10 miles have 
been nearly completed. 

Doonof Irrigation Di&tnct. 

Duri^g the year under report, the work of constructing a piob-up weir on the Shiroli nalla 
under the Nira Canal, which was commenced last year, was completed. The object of this.

^kri5i Tapk where there were increases of Es. 25,282 and Rs. 23,108 respectively. The 
revenue for El^k is the highest on record and is due to the same reason as for S'lha^ad Tank. 

Under Minor Works and Navigation^ there^is an increase in the area of 4,022 acres and a rise 
of Rs. 10,285 in the revBuue* Most of the works contribute to this, but the principal riSe is in 
the case of Ashti Tank where there is an increase of 691 acres in the area and Ks, 4,326 in the ^ 
revenue— due to ihe reasons given in the case of Mhaswad and Ekruk Tanks. The P^thri, 

Tank shows a satisfactory increase hut it has only been in operation 3 years with a temporr-'^ 
channel. When the new canal is completed there should he a substantial increase. On the whole j 
the ioorease of area under the Heads Major Works Protective and Productive and Minor Works 
'amounted to 13,927 acres and the increase in revenue to Rs. 1,80,898.

In the Poona Irrigation District;, the work of cleaning and deepening the nalla near 
•Pandara on the Riva Canal for the purpose of improving the laud afEected by salt efllorescence 
-on its banks was nearly completed. Drains through fields required for leading the water from 
the sub-soil to the nalla were constructed from contribution paid by the cultivators. This 
experimental measure appears to have succeeded in partially reclaimipg the lands in one year 
and it is expected that in a few years the lands will be cultivable, provided the cultivators take 
care to keep the field drains in good order.' 

An estimate amounting to Ra. 5,810 for an experimental pumping station for utilizing 
the sub -soil water for irrigation in the village of Hoi under the Nira Canal was sanctioned 
during the year.

SurvegSj etc. 

In the East Kh^ndesh District, the discharges were measured of the river Aner at 
Ganpur, Manad at Saigaon and Tapti at Rathora and near the Bhusawal Railway bridge, 
add of the river Waghera at Raipur in the Jalgaon Tdluka. In the West Khdndesh DisCrict, the 
river Bori at Purmapada, Arunawati at Karwand and Kan at Khandbara were gauged in 
connection with storage xeBervoirs at those places. Surveys for the improvement to a number of 
bandharaw and channels in the N^sik and Nagar Irrigation District wei'e in progress during the 
" year. Well observations on the Godaveri and Pravara Canals were carried out. 

A consifeable number of projects drawn up by the Special Duty Overseers on the 
preparation of famine programme of village works were examined and disposed of during 
the year. 

At the village of Chandnapuvi in the Sangamner Tdluka of the Ahmedmgar Collectorate 
the work of constructing field embaiikinents was continued. The work is intended as an 
^ ^experiment to test the usefulness of the work of terracing and field embankments for whiqh 
est^nates on a large scale have been prepared for famine purposes.

The block system of irrigation introduced on the Nira Canal continued to work satisfac- 
tofS-y. 

The experiment regarding distribution of water by time and measurement started last year 
on Distributary No. 29 of the Nira Canal near Bdramati was continued..

Twenty rain and liver gauges, which were transferred to the Belgium, Satdra and Kanara 
DistriotSj were maintained during the year by the Executive Engineers of those districts. 
Besides tfacsej I’aiu gauges at Yekambi in the Sirai Taluka, Shringeri and Adur in 'tlia 
HAngal Taluka, and at JDoni in the Gadag T^Iuka were fixed. 


The flow in these canals began on the 18th dune 1908, and cca-ed in the mouth of and Naregal 

November. The tanks dependent on this system were filled and many of them overflowed 'for 
sometime.

The surveys and preparation of estimates, plans, etc., for projects suitable for execution as 
Famine Works were continued during the year. 

The work of investigation of the Protective Irrigation Works in Ehandesh and the^utha 
Bight hank Canal Trial Line was also added to the Division, and latterly, the worlC of the final 
detailed surveys for the Nira Right Bank Canal. 

In the middle of the year, the Division was split in two Executive chai-ges, one for prepar- 
ing a programme of plans and estimates for Pamine W^orks in Gujjardt and the other for 
completing the work in the Decoau and the two ILhdndesb Districts. * 

The Pamine Surveys for the two districts of Khandesh were completed and plans and 
estimates amounting to Rs. 19 Idkhs were worked out and also plans and estimates amountingni 
to Rs. 299 Mkhs for the remaining already completed districts of the Deccan were drawn and 
submitted to Government for sanction. « 

Under orders of Government, a programme for Pamine Works was also undertaken in the** 
Akalkot State and projects amounting to Rs. 7 lakhs were worked out and submitted to Govern- 
ment for sanction. ^ 

Preliminary investigations in the Tapti, Girna and Pdujra Valleys were carried out to 
ascertain what would be the possible command obtainable and to indicate on broad general lines 
what appears to be the best method of nlilizing the possible storages of the various rivers. 

Sites were selected for storage works at Hatnur and Susti and on further investigation 
the site at Hatnur, 10 miles east of Bhus^val and 5 miles below the junction of thenTapM and 
Puma Rivers, appeared to be more favourable and it was selected for the project. Contours 
were run and it vras found that the tank would impound 24,579 million cubic feet of water. 

A canal contour 50 miles in length was surveyed on the Right Bank of the river and was 
found to command 74,368 acres and a further length of 37 miles to the Ai'unavati River would 
probably yield a total command of 193,568 acres.

Storage sites at Saigaon and Paujan were selected and fully investigated- The Panjan site 
appeared more favourable and it was adopted for the project. The volume of wnter stored

In spite of a poor supply during the month of Juncj the inundation of 1908 was satisfac- Oharacter of the 
1 tory. The fair irrigating level 13' at Rukkur was reached on the 19th July and was main- inMndatioa. 
tained till the middle of September or for 59 days in allj compared with 11 days in 1907, and 
an average of S9 days during the last 10 years. Kotri gauge showed even a better result, 

^17 feet being reached on the 10th July and maintained till the 26th September, no less than 
79 days, against 20 days in 1907 and an average of 43 days during 10 years past. 

Although the maximum, readings on. Bukkui- gauge was no more than 16 ’1 feet on the 
12th August, the Hoods were very heavy and tested the protective embankments very 
thoroughly ; in many places this year's gauge readings were higher than any previous ones. 

At Kotii, the reading was 22‘9 which was O' 3' feet higher than the previous record. 

'The rainfall was very irregular over the whole of Sind. In many places it was consider- 
able and of much benefit to the crops, while, in others, it was excessive and caused damages. 

Iirnns Riam: Ba^jk Division, 

This canal worked satisfactorily throughout the inundation. The works provided for in Mahiwah, 
the estvnate have been completed, and a revised estimate for improving the distribution, and 
giving greater facilities for communication, has been submitted to the Government of India. 

Thirt^-two’ masonry karia head sluices were under construction, /- 

Owing to the high inun elation, the supply both for kharif and rabi was very good. Desert Canal. 
Practically^all the branches have now been provided with masonry kavia beads of the Gheuab 
pati»erja, and these are reported to have worked very satisfactorily, with the result that the 
distribution has been greatly improved. 

The large amount of rubbish enteriug the canal coutiniiecl to cause trouble until the end of 
July, but erosion then ceased and a dhuud or subsidiary channel has been formed which 
promises to give a satisfactory sap)ply for the future. Owiug to the difficulty and danger 
^ iuyolv^d in removing rubbish with the present system of vertical needles, it has been decided 
Jto* substitute horizontal baulks. 

The supply was an excellent one as usual on this canal. Erosion was active near the-^head Uuhirwah- 
iftid endangered the head regulator and the Insf-ection Huugalow at Draha. There is, however, 
another regulator at the 2nd mile which will come into use if, as is probable, the existing 
hQad regulator is carried away during the inundation of 1909. 

Two new distvibutaries—the Kavirowah at mile 8/2 and the Hazarowah at mile 13— - 
were under construct ion. 

At the head of the Karirowah, a Rennedy^s Gate Module has been built and its value will 
be tested during the iuiindatiou of 1909. 

The supply both for khari5 and bosi (artificial-flood) rabi was very good. The a'bcumuk- BegAri Oflnak 
tion of rubbish at the head regulator gave much trouble, but the new head, regulator at the 
0th mile, estimated to cost Rs. 1,72,029, which was nearly completed during the year under 
review, and which is provided with horizontal baulks^ will, in future, enable this rubbish to be 
i^mofed^without difficulty.

The *01036 contour survey for the Choi Branch area has been completed and a reviaed 
estimate for the Choi Branch Project prepared. The Main branch with all Begulafcora la 
Complete and three dibtribut arias have been excavated j the remaining ten distributaries will 
b^^cavated during the next working season. ^ 

The old head was kept closed throughout the season as the Bahuja head gives a_ better 
supply, iiy cdhstriicting a buml across the old head near the iuDetion^ the neeessitj for 
clearing itj which usually costa about Rs. 8,000^ was avoided. There is always deficiency at - 
the taifot this*caualj otherwise it worked very well. ^ 

Seven distributaries were under construction j they run parallel to the canal' and supply a 
number of water*" courses, which previously took off from the main canal and wasted much 
water. 

Thanks to the high inundation, the supply was very good. The G-har is now supplied 
from a clhund about 16 miles long and the level is considerably below that of the river. 
The Fordwah Mouth worked excellently. Owing to the poor supply at the commencement of 
the season, a considerable area of jowari was sown where rice is usually grown^ greatly to the 
benefit of the lands lower down the canals. The dhund supplying the Ghdr has a very tortuous 
course and will probably silt up. Au estimate amounting to Rs. 9,766 was therefore Banoiion^d 
for enlarging and deepering a short cut from the river. This will be completed before the 
inundation of 1609. The new rtgulafcor at the 9ih mile of the Masrat was completed.

The canal and its branches had an abundant supply throughout the season. No important ^ 
new works weie carried out during the year.

In the Shikarpur Canals District, the new head regulators for the Garang and Ohiti Canals 
were completed and the banks of these canals and of the Rajlbwah were raised and strengthened. 

In the Karachi Canals District, the inundation was the highest on record, and the rainfall 
in July and August was abnormally heavy and ^ J-J inGhe^ fell at Ladiun in the iShahbanclar Tdlulra 
in July- Most of the low-lying lands were flooded either by rainwater or from breaches in tEe 
river bunds. During the floods most of the roads were submerged and communications had to be 
maintained by means of boats, even between towns situated at a considerable distance fnm the 
liver. In the bonda and Kudai.Tu] pas nf the Tatta i dluka, about 60 lives were lost owing to 
floods fiom the hills. Bajri was largely sown on the higher lands and produced good crops* 
On the Sattidi Canal, the damiige done to the orO|'S, however, was less than might have been 
expected. Full supply was maintained for 7S days as against 22 for the low inundu'“uion of 
the previous jear. In order to relieve the pressure again&t the Munaiki loop bund, cut* were 
made in the old front hnnd. The flood water from these outs crosFed the Satta head andliau-ed 
a heavy silt deposit. Jhe loop will be raised aiid stiMigihened so as to aiimit of the cuts being 
closed.

The canals on the left bank fall naturally into two groups (is) The Eastern Kara System Plarabatioas. 
and (5) those taking off from the Indus direct. 

Under {a) come the Nara River, the J^tniT^o, Mifchrao^ ITeran, Khipro, Thar and Hiral 
Canals, of which the Khipro and fleran alone are inundation canals, the rest being perennial. 

Under (5) come the Dad, Nasrat, Fuleli, Hasan ali and a large number of smaller canals, 
all»being reaRy inundation canals though the flhileli receives a certain amount of rabi water. 

The Ha&tern Ndra SyBiem* 

The supply in the whole system was far from satisfactory. In the earlier part of . the 
seasdh the low river level gave an insufficient supply. As soon as the river rose great floods from 
Ghotki or Sarhad entered the hlara, extending as high up as 9th and 10th mile of the Supply 
Channel, and ponding back the supply from the mouth, caused a heavy deposit of silt. When the 
floods ceased the river fell very rapidly, and there was no time for this silt to scour. Conse- 
quent! the.autumn supply was inadequate for the kharif crops and quite insufSoient for rahi 
crops. The supply failed and it was decided to close the IST^iu Supply Channel, and clear it to 
some extent. Accordingly, the channel Avas closed in the middle of November and Rs. 1,16,963 
expended in excavating a channel 40 feet wide and about 4 feet deep. The Nara was opened 
again on the 29th December; but, owing to the extraordinarily low regime obtaining in the 
river, the supply given by the new cut was too small to be of any appreciable use. 

The only maintenance work worth noting in connection with the Ndra is the raising and 
strengthening of the Rata Bund, on which Rs. 35,365 were spent. This Avork was amply 
justified iu the flood season and helped greatly in controlling the floods. These floods reached a 
height of 2/^ feet on the 12th mile gauge of the N4ra Supply Channel on the 18th August and, 

^if not actually tlj^e highest known, were of longer duration than has been experienced for many 
years. , 

Owing to the skilful way in which the floods wore dealt with, which hag already been 
brought to the notice of Government, the damage resulting Avas vei-y small; only some 11,800 
acres of kharif were flooded, and the whole loss to Government, including remission of land 
revenue and repairs to banks, is under Rs. 40,000. The cultivation direct from the channel of 
tJe N4ra bJ/ows a very large increase, 90,360 acres against 63,370, average of lO years, entirely 
due'to great area of rabi grown after subsidence of the abnormally heavy floods.

A most noticeable feature of the year on the Jamrao is the increase in the area of cultiva- 
ticat (2’ii4,9 1 0 acres, against a nine— year averag'e of 226,785 acres), due to a large increase of 
kharif cultivation on account of the failure of the previous rabi, and to advantage being taken 
of the heavy rainfall. The figures are rather misleading, however, aa though the area of kharif 
was very largo, the crop produced was very poor on account of damage done by rainfall both 
directly and indirectly by the rain necessitating the closure of the canal for long periods 
adversely affectiog the better drained lands. 

The rabi area was very small, to the serious inconveoience of the smaller Punjabi colonists, 
who depend largely on their winter crops. The bad rabi supply is also most unfortunate, as ^ 
the SinJhi land owners had begun, three years ago, to appreciate the advantages of winter 
cultivation p-nd a good rabi Supply during these last three ^ears would have meant a very large 
extension of the area under wheat.

The banks of the Dalor and Patoi and Berani minors were raised during tbe f'ear; mate^ 

rialawete collected for the raising of the 46 th mile Regulator ; anc^ the Puraudhoro drainao-e 
channel was cleared and bridged in 6 places. These works coat Rs, 70;554 chargeable to the 
capital account of the canal. 

The Head Works stood the heavy floods admirably and suffei’ed no damage. The grovnes 
in the first seven miles continue to act successfully and the channel has maintained its pi'opep 
section, i»hlle the large scour hole below the 46th mile Regulator has remained in the same 
condition, having neither diminished nor increased in size. The pitching put in last year below 
the 65th*mile has been quite successful and no further scour need be feared. ^ 


The abnormally heavy rain caused much damage to the hanks, the repair of which was 
rendered difficult owing to the scarcity of labour. The total cost of maintenance for the year 
was Rs. 2,08,722. 


T/ie MitliYao Canah 


The only point of interest in the maintenance of this canal is the erection of grovnes for 
some distance below^ the head, in place of the usual silt clearance. These groynes have worked 
excellently and the canal has scoured almost to its normal bed. In spite of this^ there is a rise 
in the cost of maintenance to Rs. 44,175, against Rs. 23,000 the year before last. 1n!o reason is 
assigned for the increase, but it is presumably due to increase of silt deposit and conseqLtaiit 
clearajiGe. The cultivation was only 109,800 acres, against an average of 150,048 for tefi 
pnevious years. The poor supply of water as prevailing in the Ndra fully accounts for this, iu 
spite of efforts to make the best of the available water by rotations, ^

On this great and important canal the area oP cultivation is said to be about 420,000 acres 
■«,gainst a ten-year average of 376,341 acres, 

A few small woi'ks under extension and improvements were carried out and the usu^l 
maintenance work was done. During the year the Joneswah/’ a small canal taking oE from 
the river, and hitherto aoconnted for as part of the I’aleli was classed, as an Indus Canal 
and is no longer included in the Puleli System. 


Sasanali Canals 

^ Th^ working of this small canal was satisfactory. During the year a second head Regu- 

lator and eleven sluices at the heads of distributaries were constructed at a cost of Rs 24,815 
• chargeable to the capital cost of the canal. The smaller canals in the Ji’uleli Canals District all ^ 
worked satisfactorily. 

The canals in the Central Hyderabad Canals District all worked well and there is little of Woits for which 
-interest to note concerning them. The new out to feed the ISTaulakhi which was completed ar^ ke t 

during the year at a total cost of Rs. 46,7S0, to restore the original source of supply, worked ‘ 
most satisfactorily indeed, the supply was so good that the banks had to he cut to allow the ^ 

surplus water to escape back into the river. Much of the lift land on this canal received a 
flow supply and the area cultivated is reported to be large. The Mehrab, which has not been 
■dmng well of Lite years, received an escellcnti supply, but its mouth is reported to be far from 
satisfactory, the good supply being due solely to the high inundatioUj and not to the good 
working’ of the canal mouth. 

The preparation of plans and estimates for the Rohri Hyderabad Oanal Project, the Surveys. 
Improvements in the Hd-ra System, and the diversion of floods from the Nara Supply Channel, 
was pushed on actively during the year — the first at a cost of Rs. 17,645 and the two latter 
at a cost of Rs. 14,428. 

Opposite the Naulakhi Bhorfci Blind in the Northern Hyderabad Canals District, there was ProtoefclvB 
again alight erosion in places, while in the first two miles the river receded and left a dhand. embankments. 
The bund was in no way injured by wave wash and is in good order. The small loop bund 
alono' the Renwah in the Central Hyderabad Canals District completed at a cost of Rs. 6,983, 
of •^hloh Rs. r3,772 was spent during the year, stood equally well, and gave no trouble at all. 

The same cannot be said of the bunds in the Puleli Canals District, all of which were more or 
less damaged by the high floods and severe wave wash, notably the Jamshora, Gidu Bunder, 

Sang Mian and Budka Takar Bunds, 

The Katiar loop commenced last year was completed, Regulators being built over all the 
• five cflnals crossed. The extension of the new Jamshora Bund was begun, as was a new loop 
.JDffhind the Gidu Bunder bund at or near mile 1. The Budka Takar bund being of inadequate 
section amd perilously near the river in places, it was decided to construct a loop bund behind it. 

This work was also begun during the year and is now in progress. 

^ Existing plantations on canals and bunds have been maintained and extended. ^ Much Plantations. 
Temains to be done however in this respect. The wave screen in front of the ,Naulakhi-Bhorti 
’ tfnrd has grown satisiaotorily and babul trees have been grown in a length of ubgiit a mile, 
while the plantation of other trees at the back has done well. Tree planting was actively 
carried on on the Jamrao, hut the failure of the rahi supply was fatal io many young t^ees. 

Indus River Commission. 

The works carried out during the year were charged to "43 — Irrigation Minor Works and 
Navigation — Agricultural Works, Works for which neither Capital nor Revenue Accounts 
are kept/^ << 

All surveys carried out under the supervision of the Superintending Engineer, Indus River 
Corauiission, arc classed under the head mentioned a^ove. During the year, the usual topogra- 
phical surveys were made aggregating nearly 445 miles in length. 
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The wort done was good; It consisted of a survey of 74 miles of tlM ^ivel>^Tl the r:o]-th, 
ffom Kashmor to Suhkur, the wh^le distance along the river bMg lOg miles. Below Sukkur 
the survey of the river extended from the head of the Boghar JDhund (15 miles below Sukkur) 
to Pura^j^pdero, a Qpntinuous length along the river of about'^130 miles, and in addition tp this 
larveys were made of dhunds, buirds and channels covering QC miles. 

In'the south the survey was carried from the bifurcation along the U^chito branch dis 

Keti Bunder, about 50 miles. This town is threaten^ by erosion j the progress of this erosiom 
is being carefully recorded. It is probable that the town will have to be moved to a nrw 
site next yeaj. 

Fresh cross-sections of the Indus have been taken at intei’vale of a furlong (hr 3^ miles 
above ani 3 miles below the Kotri bridge, to observe the variation iu’^the bed level. The 
previous cross-sections were taken in 1899, 1900, 1901 and 1905. 

OrosB-seotions were al^o taken at the bifoi'cation for about two niiles upstream and one 
nui^dowiistream on each of the branches; the condition of the Uchito branch has a direct 
influence on the river and sea traffic at Eleti Bunder. 

No establifhment was available for the survey of the Grudu and Khariri Dhunds in the 
extreme north^ The supply does not seem to have been deficient in the channels. 

The usual inspection of the Khairpur Boundary pillars was made. Bail Nos. 6, 31 and 

32 on the Left Bank were found in danger of loss by erosion. They were therefore removed 
and placed further inland. The necessary corrections have been made in plans* 

A large number of borings were made to ascertain the level of the rock in the river bed 
eut the site selected for the Sukkur Barrage. 

The gauges at the Haiderl and CJohito Months are being read daily at high and low tides.

Disoliargea of the The discharges were observed at Sukkur and Xotri all the year round and at Dera GhazI 

Shan during the cold season only. 

The maximum discharge measured at Sukkur during the year was 821,511 cusecs on the 
2nd of September 1908, the mean velocity being 9 '68 feet per second and the Bakkur Gauge 
reading being 14-6 feet. But the highest reading on Bukkur Gauge was 16*1 on the ISfch of* 
August 1908 and the estimated discharge on that day was about 494,613 cusecs, the low 
discharge being due to the sluggish flow. 

The minimum discharge measured this year at Sukkur was 25,712 cusecs on lat of ^ April 
1908_, the mean velocity being 1‘62 ft. per second and the Bukkur Gauge reading beingp' — 2*0' 
feet. But the lowest reading on Bukkur Gauge was --2’40 feet on the 25th of February 
1909, and the estimated discharge on that day was 37,410 cusecs.

The high digchargea for low readings on the Bukkur Gauge have been maintained sii^e 
tbeTi, and the lowest reading —2*40 feet gave a discharge of 3 7^410 on secs which^ in 19 05^ 
would^ave required a gauge reading of + 2‘S feet . 


^ ^The difference between the Bukkur and TTotri reading is increasing every year, so that 
the figures in the expression ^^fair irrigating level of 13 feet at Bukkur and 17 feet at Kofcri 
do not oorrespond any longer. 

Thirteen feet at Bukkur gave 18‘7 and 22*4 feet at Kotri in 1903, IS feet in 1907' 18*7 
feet in 1906 and 17*5 feet in 1905. 

This level, 13 feet on Bukkur Gauge, occurred for 59 days for 1908, while it was 
11 days in 1907, 84 days in 1900, and 86 days in'^OOS. '

Exceptional and very heavy rain fell in July in Lower Sind and flooded the country and 
early in August a great flood came down the Indus, the level at Kotri being higher than any 
previously recorded. The river embankments on both sides of the Indus in the Lower Delta 
were inadequate for the control of this flood and breaches occurred both through the collapse of 
weak sluices and from the actual overtopping of the embankments by the flood water. In several 
places the overflowing of the waters was only prevented by means of earth hurriedly added to the 
top of the bank. 

As the country had already been flooded by the exceptional rain the damage caused by the 
flood wae much less than would have otherwise been the case, ^ 

The river banks below Kotri were thus again proved insufficient and inadequate. 

INorth of Sukkur, however, in spite of this great flood which, if not the largest on record, 
was certainly one of the greatest known in intensity the river ombankmente were successfully 
maintained-

There was an increase in removalB beyond the Presidency, chiefly 
to the United Provinces, which is attributed to the increased popularity of Bardgra salt on 
account of its unifonniby of price aud quality and the convenience of the through-traffic system. 

Removals for local consumption showed a decrease to all places except Broach and East 
KhdndeBh, which was due to the merchants withholding removals to guard against loss m case 
the duty were further reduced. Although, however, there was a decrease compared with the 
previous vear the removals exceeded those of any of the preceding eight years. Loss and 
waBtag-e inoi eased from 205,218 to 270,985 maunds owing to exposure to the rams, the 
peruehtage being 5-28 against 3-79 in the previous year. The closing balance in stock at 
\ Eh^raghf^a, including stores bi’ouglit to account after the end of the year, was 4,/ 50,7 93 
maunds, falling considerably behind the adopted standaid of the average annual demand plus 
two years' re^rve, in spite of the opening of 39 new pans. More pans are to be opened m the 
enBuing season.

1. The only permanent shifting of population consi?ted in the immigration of 22 families i^fovemont 
from Bh5.vna§ar into Kaira in order to take up waste lands in the district. With this accession 
the njiraber of families wliich had so settled up to the end of the year amounted to 43. 

Beyond this the only movements were those of labour, which have become more or leas stereo- 
typed in many districts but are always purely temporary and each year reflect the ehavacter of 
the sea?ou. The cotton-picking season and the wheat harvest in Gujarat attracted the customary 
influx of labourers fiom the neighbouring dibtricts aud Native States, while the ginning 
• factories of Alimedabad provided the usual eeaeonal employment. The Deccan and the Nizdna'^s 
TDorrfttffuns supply labour for the cotton factories in Khdndesh, where the immigration, however, 
w^b-^omeVhat restricted by the poorness of the crop in the year under review. Prom the 
Ahmed nagar District labour distributed itself as usual to Bombay, Poona, the Ber4rs ^d 
KhdlDdeyh, aud as in the previous ye^r found its way in onsiderablc quautities to the Goddveri 
Cariaf WorJjB, Owing to the failure of the rabi crops there was an increased demand for 
employment in the Bugarcane-crushiug works in the Poona District, aud for the same reason 
* Tull Advantage was taken of the opening for labour provided by the Government and Bailway 
p works iu progress in Ndsik. Tbe principal movement of labour, however, was the seasonal 
emigration of workers from the Deoian and Konkan Districts into Bombay, wh^re the 
employment afforded by the Mills, Docks, etc., proved even more attractive than usual under 
the iiifftietice of the unfavourable season. Eatnagiri again sent out nearly a quarter of its 
whole population in search of wpi'k, while the emigration of labour was one of the chief causes 
which saved Bijdpur from the necessity of relief works. In Sind agricultural and* canal- 
clearing operations create a demand for labour which is supplied by Kutchis g^d Kathiawaris 
from tb' one side and by Pathdns from the other. The influx of the former showed an increase 
during the year, but Upper Sind was deserted by gome^Marw4ris who had fonflttiy immigrated 
and now returned on p.qcouut of the good rams in their own country.

In English the diploma Kum4rs are paid to be far in advance of the average matriciji^ted 
student. In the Gondal Girasia College, the attendance rose from 39 to b'8, aniL-in 
Talukd4i‘i Gir4sia School at Wadhwan from 52 to 56. In addition, there are 398 children of 
theie cLisees in ordinary Secondary Schools and 2,023 in Primary Schools. In Ahmedabad, 
Kaiva and Broach districts respectively there are 69, 868 and 24 talukdari children at scjjool. 
Tbe re-orgauized school at Godhra contained 80 boys, who showed great improvement. 

20. The total number of pupils from aboriginal and hill tribes increased by nearly 

to 15,915, of whom 11,265 were being educated in the Northern Division and 2,290 in the 
Central Jlivision. Of depressed classes the total number under instruction was 18,349, an 
inciease of over 1,395. The Central Division claimed 10,042 out of this total. In Sind the 
Hur Schools decreased from 10 to 7 and the pupils from 411, to 127 owing to the release ^of the 
Huib from the Penal Settlements. Pupils of the depressed classes were leturned at 248, but 
the figures are uncertain. Both with aboriginal tribes and depressed classes the progress in 
Sind IS very slow.^

1, Rooks and Peeiodicals, 

The total number of publications registered during the year was 1,676 against 1,138 
registered in the pievious year, showing an increase of 538 publications. Of the 1,676 
^publications 94S were books and 728 issues of periodicals, the former showing an increase of 
*12-^ and the latter an increase of 414. Of the 948 books 79 were written in English, 261 in 
Gujard^i, 77 in Hiudi, 13 iu Kanarese, 198 in Marathi, 31 inSindhi, C4 in Urdu, 79 in classical 
languages and 11 in various dialects, w’hiJe 135 were hi-liugunl, tri-lingual or polyglot 
publications. The total increafe of 538 was made up chiefly of an increase of 233 under 
MisceUajigons and 127 unJer Religion. In Arts the number rose from 34 to 66 ; in History 
from 11 to 37 j in Medicine from 12 to 00 ; in Poetry from 179 to 223 ; in Politics from 6 to 20 ; 

. and in Philosophy from 15 to 46. There was a fall in the numbers under Drama, Piction, 
Law, Science and Travels.

Eighty-one were conducted 
by Bri^hminSj 50 by other Hindus, 21 by Parsia^, 17 by Muhammadaus, and 9 by Christians. 
E-iiglisli was the language of 10 per cent, of the newspapers, Marathi o£ 35 iier cent, and 
GujaiAti of 164 cent , while 25 per cent, were Id-lmgual or tri-lingual. The most remark- 
,abie increases in circulation occurred in the case of two Extremist papers, the Kal and the 
Hindu Puuti/i, and of the GujaaUi. Three new Extremist papers— the RasMramatj the

2. The Extremist and the Congress sections of the Native Press maintained their 
respective altitudes during the year under review. The principal propaganda of the former

"the gradual development of indigenous industries and theiatroduotiou of National Education. 
The discussion of this iirograinnie, however, included an increased amount of vilification o ' 
Govei^nmeut and a more or less disguised sympathy with the methods of anarchy 
involved its leading exponents in a Berics of prosecutions. During the year the ® ® 

kesarl, the Swaraj t/a^ the Ariinodaya and the Edslitramihli and two eucce^sive edmrs ot botu 
the Kdl and ^\QHind Swardjga wero convicted and sentenced for sedition. The Eongiess oi 
Ah del ate pap-re pursued the programme of the Indian National Congress, and while objecting 
to the esifcting Goveriiincnt remained in opposition to revolatiouary doctrines. *• 

3. By the loyal and moderate sections of the Press the Boyal Messag/^on the 50th 
.Anniversary of the Proclamation oL‘ 1858 was eagerly ^ticipated and warmly welcome , an 
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its jiiomise o! an esfcensioir oi representative institations evoked general expressions loyalty 
and gratitnde. The subsequent announceijient of Lord .Morl^^s scheme ^ of reforms was ♦ 
received with widespread satisfaction among the same sectidus of the Press/ while the ii:5tremist 
journals were half-hearted or hostile’ and showed a tendeiSy to minimize the proposed conces- 
sions, Comments upon Lord '^linto's administration w^'e* with few excq)tians restrained by 
personal respect and appreciation^ but the measures of repression adopts by His Excell ti)Gy^s * 
Government excited adverse criticism in some ana rt era. The depffrtation of nine Bengali 
leaders was especially condemned, both by the Moderate and by the Extremist Press, l^rsonal 
references to Sir George Clarke were almost uniformly marked by a £riendlines4 and eyrapattvy 
which was extended also to the measures of His Excellency s administration. Hig Excellency's* 
efforts to enlist the Native Press on the side of plague inoculation met with a%*o*rdial respoM* 
and general satisfaction was expressed at the projects of a Famine BelMFundandanlndiiStria] 
Survey, and at the attitude of the Bombay Government towards commercial and iigricultural ' 

" education and the Industrial Conference. Criticism of the Press prosecutions was generally 
adverse, but the beneficial effect of His Evcelleney'’s presence in Bombay at the time of 
-disturbances in the city was gratefully acknowledged. Through out the year His Excellency's J. 
public utterances received appreciative notices in the public Press. Commencing with the 
Muzaffarpnr assasyiuafcion and the discovery of a bomb conspiracy in Calcutta the series of 
anarchical outrages in Bengal wtre an engrossing topic with the Native Press. By soinj papers 
the unrest was attributed to the seditious propaganda of the Extremistsj while tl« Extremist ’ 
Press found the cause in the ‘‘repressive^' and “ uusympathetie '' measures of the authorities, • 
and attempted to palliate the crimes perpetrated by ascribing them to a misguided but hnseifish 
patriotism. The break-up of the Surat session of the Indian Natiijual Congress was the 
occasion of an acrimonious controversy between the Extremist and the Moderate papers^ which 
was carried on in their respective attitudes towards the Madras Congress, Comments on the 
Bombay Budget were favourable, and the announcement of the change of procedure in the 
Provincial Budget Debate was received with marked satisfaction. Of the legislative measurcSi 
which passed through the Supreme Legislative Council the Explosive Substances Act met with 
no opposition except from a few Extremist journals. Opinions upon the Newspapous Incitement to 
OEenees Act and the Indian Criminal Law Amendment Act were more divide*!, but the 
necessity for sncli measures was recognized by the more responsible sections of the Press. The* 
resolution issued by the Bombay Government for increasing the representative element in. 
District Muuieipalities and freeing; them from official control gave widespread satisfaeflon, 
although the condition of appointing chief officers met with some criticism. The decision of 
Government regarding the representation of minorities was welcomed by the Hindii\org*ans, 
but aroused considerable dissatisfaction among the Muhammadan papers. Amono- other topics 
of interest the year s railway collisions and the treatment of third class passengers on trains 
received nnfayomable notice ; the development of the City uf Bombay, the, proceedings of thti 
Decentralization Committee, the Abkaii policy of Government and the report of tbi^fta^’tory 
Commission were more or less critically discussed ; the grievances of Indians in South Africa 
aroused s-ympathy and protest ; while the subjects of swadeshi and boycott were somewhat 
eclipsed by the more piominent events of the year, but added a certain number of papers to the ' 
number of their advocates.

Two apporntmentB were madej and the total establishment of Chaplains at tbo end of the year 
was 23^ of whom 17 were resident.

Of 
the latter, stores worth Rs. 4,37,778 were purchased in India during the year. The total 
issues amounted to Rs. 7,78,675, of which Rs. 1,52,095 were Imperial and Rs. 5,67,010 
Provincial and Local. The balance in stock at the end of the year was valued at Rs. .2,27,893.
